THE SHERWOOD EDDY SEMINAR 


On June 24th a group of thirty-two men and 
women gathered for breakfast at the Woodstock 
Hotel on West 44th Street, New York to begin 
a unique experience together, They were the 
members of Sherwood Eddy’s th Annual 
American Seminar, enrolled for a study tour 
through Europe. 


Sherwood Eddy is one of the most dynamic 
and colorful religious leaders of our generation. 
Educated at Yale and Princeton, he has had a 
remarkable career in the student work of the 
Y.M.C. A. in India and China as well as in the 
universities and colleges of Europe and America. 
He is the author of numerous books on interna- 
tional trends and problems. He enjoys the con- 
fidence and respect of liberal leaders in England 
and on the continent of Europe and because of 
his contacts has been able every year to arrange 
conferences with some of the foremost political 
and religious leaders of Europe. 


After telling us how fortunate we were to 
make this trip on the eve of another impending 
crisis and outlining some of the details of our 
trip we departed for the Cunard White Star 
pier to board the S, S. Britannic. I was much 
cheered to find some roses in my stateroom from 
some good friends in Salem together with a big 
stack of bon-voyage greetings to speed me on 
iny journey. 

On the ship our group had ample opportunity 
to get acquainted. My room mates were Dr. 
Benjamin Bush and his son Jay Bush of De- 
troit, Michigan and Dr. Lee Wilson of Chicago 
Illinois, The group also included such interest 
ing personalities as Dr. Andrew Cordier, Man- 
chester College, (Indiana), Mr. and Mrs. Ralpk 
Eltse, Berkeley, California, (Dr. Eltse is a 
former congressman from California), Prof. 
Waldo H. Heinrichs, Middlebury College (Ver- 
mont), Dr. and Mrs, A, D. Henderson, Yellow 
Springs, Ohio (Dr, Henderson is the new presi- 
dent of Antioch College), Miss Fern Babcock 
of Kansas City, Missouri, Secretary of the 
Christian Student Union of Southwest Area, 
and Mr. Ray Sweetman, Secretary for the Chris- 
tian Student Union of New York. 


Each morning from 10:00 to 11:30 we had a 
session with Dr, Eddy. The afternoons and 
evenings were spent in relaxation and games. 

Our tour led us through England, Germany, 
Poland, Russia, Roumania, Hungary, Switzer- 
land and France. We had planned to visit 
Prague but were barred from entering Czecho- 
slovakia by the German government. 

Everywhere we had a warm reception and 
met many interesting people. Our London pro- 
gram included addresses by Norman Bentwich, 
Professor of International Relationships, Jeru- 
salem University; the Archbishop of Canter- 
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bury; the Rt. Hon, Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, 
Chairman of the League of Nations Union; the 
Rt. Hon. A. Duff Cooper, formerly First Lord 
of the Admiralty; the Rt. Hon, Arthur Green- 
wood, Deputy Leader of the Labor Party in the 
House of Commons; the Rt. Hon. Viscount 
Halifax, Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs; the Rt. Hon. David Lloyd George, Prime 
Minister during the World War; the Rt. Hon. 
Malcolm McDonald, Minister for the Colonies ; 
Dr. Maude Royden, famous woman preacher 
and pacifist; and many other leaders of British 
political and religious life. We had tea on the 
terrace of the Parliament and were the guests 
of Lady Astor, American Ambassador Joseph 
Kennedy, and the new English Ambassador to 
Washington, Lord Lothian. 


In Germany (Berlin) we had the privilege of 
hearing Freiherr von Rheinbaben, Prof. Dr. 
Friedrich Schoeneman, Prof, Dr, Fritz Berber, 
Dr; Martha Unger, Dr. Johannes Zahn and Dr. 
Julius Richter, a renowned theologian who 
spoke in Salem Church several years ago. In 
Vienna we were delightfully entertained by 
Prof. Dengler, Prof. Lippert, and Prof. Morken- 
thal, who gave us a clear picture of Austria 
since the Anschluss, 


American flags and American music greeted 
us as we entered the dining room of the Hotel 
Bristol in Warsaw. We shall never forget the 
gracious hospitality of Poland and of our own 
American Ambassador, Mr. Biddle. 


We spent twelve days in Russia, The Krem- 
lin, the Red Square, Lenin's Tomb with its end- 
less line of pilgrims moving past the body of 
the leader of the Revolution, the Sports’ Parade 
of five thousand picked athletes from all sec- 
tions of the Soviet Union, the visits to the 
Park of Culture and Rest, the Bread Factory, 
the Pioneer Camp and the Collective Farm, 
constitute some of the high spots of that amaz- 
ing country of one hundred and eighty million 
people, 

After crossing the border we arrived in Bu- 
charest, where we found the most complete 
system of social insurance and many other evi- 
dences of the approach of a new era in this 
Balkan kingdom. 


The charm of Budapest on the “Blue Danube" 
will always linger in our memory. Conferences 
with outstanding Hungarians including the 
Prime Minister and the Foreign Minister gave 
tis a new insight into the problems of this na- 
tion which has been deprived of half of its 
territory and 37% of its population after the end 
of the World War. 


In Zurich we visited the splendid exposition 
of Swiss culture and industry and enjoyed a de- 
lightful visit with the world-renowned theo- 
logian, Dr. Emil Brunner. In Geneva we met 
Dr. Adolf Keller and visited the palace of the 
League of Nations and the International Labor 
Organization. 


In Paris we had a very stimulating series of 
conferences with Mr. Mowrer, Mr. Andrew 
Philip, Mr. Bergdaev and the Foreign Minister, 
Mr. Bonnet. 


These were just some of the high spots of our 
tour through Europe, From time to time we 
shall endeavor to discuss some of the special 
problems studied in this summer's Seminar, Al- 
though it is difficult to draw any clear cut con- 
clusions from our contacts and observations, 
the following generalizations have emerged 
from the mass of information we have gleaned 
from many sources, 


1. A state of tension prevailed in all coun- 
tries we have visited, 

2. In all countries governments haye come to 
power and remained in power by their efforts to 
proyide more abundant life for the masses. 

The spirit of intense nationalism 
everywhere in the ascendency, 

4. The intense desire for peace was evident 
among the masses of all nations although on 
every hand the prospect for another world war 
was recognized as an inevitable outcome of the 
present tension. 

5. We were challenged with the necessity of 
setting our own house in:order in America if 
we hope to preserve our democracy from the 
revolution of either fascism or communism, 

6. Religion is everywhere on the defensive. 
If Christianity shall endure in America, it must 
face realistically the challenge of justice for all 
people in the building of a better world,

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Youth Trends In Germany and Russia 


(Comments by the Pastor) 


Whatever you may think about Germany un- 
der the Nazi regime, we must be impressed with 
Hitler's program for German youth. Older peo- 
ple may have their misgivings about the Fuebhrer 
and his policies but youth has been solidly on 
the side of Hitler. One of the finest young men 
I ever met was a young Nazi employed in the 
Kodak Branch in Berlin. He was not only a fine 
specimen of physical manhood but he was also 
the embodiment of courtesy and hospitality. He 
told me as we walked together back to my 
hotel, how the members of his Y. M,C. A. ral- 
lied to Hitler’s banner in the dark days of his 
early struggle, how they went to workers’ meet- 
ings to persuade them not to strike and destroy 
their employers’ factories but to stand together 
for a united Germany, He genuinely deplored 
the outrages against the Jews but justified them 
as a matter of national necessity. He told me 
of the Hitler youth movement with more than 
7,000,000 young people enrolled in which all 
young men, after leaving school and hefore 
entering military training, were required to give 
six months free service in a labor camp re- 
claiming swamp land for cultivation and help- 
ing the farmer harvest his crops and relieving 
the workers in the factory. Youth was for Hit- 
ler because Hitler was giving youth a chance 
to work and a chance to develop into strong 
manhood and womanhood, A group of Ameri- 
can young people told me in Paris how they 
hiked through Germany with the Hitler youth. 
It was great fun and invigorating sport. They 
said that when they were greeted with “Heil 
Hitler" they would answer “Heigh ho Silver” 
and the German youth would accept their greet- 
ing with good comradeship. 

As I heard of these things I could not help 
but remember how in America millions of young 
people are unemployed vainly looking for a job. 
We frequently hear our American young people 
referred to as the Forgotten Generation. Un- 
less we find a place for our young people in the 
social and economic structure of our American 
life, we shall suffer terrible consequences for 
our criminal neglect. 


One of the serious problems of young people 


today is the postponement of marriage because 
of lack of the necessary funds to establish a 
home. Young people out of a job cannot well 
afford to marry, Germany has met that problem 
not only by putting all young people to work 
but by giving a marriage loan of 1000 R.M., or 
about $400.00 without interest to be repaid at 
the rate of 1% per month, Since the govern- 
ment is also interested in a rising birth rate it 
gives a further inducement to raise a family. 
For every child that is born the government 
cancels 250 R.M. from the loan and cancels 
payment of the monthly installments for one 
year, By raising a family of at least four chil- 
dren, the entire loan is cancelled for the par- 
cnts. Within the first year of the enactment of 
this law there were 925,000 marriages and 825,- 
000 new babies born in the German Reich, 


Youth in Europe is on the march education- 
ally. Here we must look to Russia for the most 
significant results. Before the revolution 33% 
of the population could read and write. Now 90% 
of the population is literate, All young people 
who can pass the examinations are encouraged 
to advance in their studies by a government 
grant of 100 roubles per month as long as they 
remain in school, Imagine the U.S.A. giving 
every college student free tuition, free text 
books and material and in addition giving every 
student $20.00 per month just to stay in school. 
It was well said by one of our group: “It ap- 
pears that whereas in Anierica only the wealthy 
young people go to college, in Russia only the 
bright young people go to college.” Surely we 
have a far way to go in democratic America to 
make our colleges and universities available to 
every young person who has the talent and the 
ambition to acquire a higher education but does 
not have the funds to continue his studies. Some 
one said cynically in this connection: “What- 
ever you may think about our American col- 
leges you must admit that they graduate a large 
number of excellent bridge players every year." 

What about youth and religion in Europe? 
It must be admitted that religion has failed to 
hold the loyalty of European youth. We had 
an interesting session with a group of young 
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people in Kiev, They explained to us_ their 
yout organizations and how they functioned. 

NVhen Dr. Eddy asked them “Why are you an 
atheist?” they suddenly waxed eloquent and ex- 
tremely voluble. The first said he lost his faith 
in God when he studied chemistry and the laws 
of science made clear to him the mysteries of 
the universe, The second speaker traced his 
atheism to the study of philosophy and the dis- 
covery that dialectic materialism was for him 
the only acceptable philosophy of life. The 
third said he studied religious history. At the 
age of seyen he asked his father in reference to 
the creation story in Genesis, “How could there 
be vegetation rt Be the sun was created?” A 
fourth speaker attributed her atheism to the 
influence of the youth organizations to which 
she belonged, In Russia youth is definitely 
marching away from the faith of the fathers, 
In a modest peasant cottage on a collective 
farm we saw an ikon in one corner and a pic- 
ture of Stalin in another. When this was pointed 
out to the Russian mother in the home she said 
with a smile, “We like the ikon but our children 
like Stalin.” The new generation has turned 
from the God-man, Jesus Christ, to worship the 
man-god, the supreme dictator of the com- 
munity. 

One fact stands out supremely in my recol- 
lection of youth in other lands. Over there 
youth is facing seriously the problems and the 
issues confronting our present world. Young 
people know all about Plato and Hegel and 
Marx. They know all about the laws of eco- 
nomic determinism and racial purity and the 
programs of their revolution, They know what 
they want and whither they are going, 

What about American youth? Will our youth 
continue to drift or will our youth lead America 
into a juster and a saner way of life? The 
seriousness of the hour constitutes a clear chal- 
lenge to the youth of today to wake up and 
live!

THE BIBLE AND THE SCHOOLS 


“One cannot contemplate a falling away from 
the reverence and knowledge of the Bible with- 
out seeing a great danger of national incoher- 
ence. In this modern time there is a great risk 
that the masses of the population may become, 
as it were, uprooted, without secure foundation 
for their lives, that they may degenerate into a 
swaying crowd with no common yalues and no 
continuing tradition. The nations flourish or 
decay ultimately from within, They flourish or 
decay from the soul, The soul of England has 
been nourished on the Bible and one can only 
pray that it will continue so to be.

It is surely the duty of everyone who 
owes “his spiritual life to the Bible to do his 
utmost to insist that it shall take its proper 
place in the education of the people, I discern, 
I think, in England a new spirit in this respect, 
It is a remarkable achievement, I believe, that 
in every county in England there has been 
brought out an agreed syllabus of Bible teach- 
ing for all the schools in that area, a syllabus 
agreed upon by all the representatives of Chris- 
tian churches in that area, so that there are 
now very few schools where the Bible is not 
regularly read and taught. Moreover, I have 
good reason to know that there is an increasing 


recognition that the Bible should be taught by 
people who themselves believe in it and who 
have taken the trouble to make themselves 
competent to teach it. Your conditions, I know, 
in this country are quite different from ours, 
and it would be impertinent on my part to at- 
tempt to lay down lines of policy for you. I 
cannot help believing, however, that the prin- 
ciple is the same, that it is our duty constantly 
to urge that no education, from the most ele- 
mentary to the most advanced, can be adequate 
which leaves students in ignorance of this foun- 
tainhead of all that is best in our common heri- 
tage.”

PAGE MR. KAGAWA 


As a breath of fresh air in the midst of a 
muggy atmosphere, do we in India hear of the 
marvelous work done in Japan by Kagawa in his 
program of demolishing city slums and estab- 
lishing all manner of co-operative schemes for 
the villagers, whereby they might release them- 
selves from the strange-hold of soul-less in- 
dustrial combines. In his novel “The Land of 
Milk and Honey” he ably presents the idea of 
the co-operatives in rehabilitating the average 
poverty-stricken Japanese village, Not a dreamer 
but a practical man and withal a devout Chris- 
tian, he is performing miracles in the name of 
Christ. What the present situation in Japan is 
who knows, but we may be sure that Mr, Kag- 
awa will not betray his people. 

Tilda has a Christian community of some size. 
Practically all are employed by the hospital and 


live closely grouped about and in the hospital 
compound. Neora is a fair-sized trading center 
just one and one-half miles away. Among its 
industries are two rice mills. Bazaar Day comes 
on Wednesday afternoon, One-half of our force, 
on alternating Wednesday afternoons, have an 
opportunity to go to Neora to purchase food 
and other necessities for the week. On the edge 
of our compound squats a little retail store man- 
aged by a Hindu, It is a shabby little place—a 
sort of four-sided alcove in which he sits sur- 
rounded by his wares concealed in burlap bags 
—chiefly rice, dal, and spices. In front of him 
is a small cash box of tin and a much larger 
ledger, which is his credit system. Customers 
stand outside to buy their wares. Mostly the 
names go down in the credit book. Upon in- 
vestigation, I found that practically all of our 
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Christian community traded with him and most 
of them were in debt to him from one pay-day 
to the next. What the man does, is to go to 
Neora, buy grain at the mill, and sell on credit. 
He, of course, makes it worth his while. This 
we can tell by the increasing amount of silver 
jewelry hanging on his wife. Now why couldn't 
our Christians club together and buy their needs 
in quantity at the mill direct? There is no law 
against it. One of their number could easily 
run a small co-operative store, and they would 
not have the burden of credit and its inevitable 
debts. We began to broach the subject to some 
of the more energetic Christians, but the re- 
sults were very disappointing. These were the 
objections heard from various ones: “It is too 
much trouble to bring things from Neora, The 
store here is handy for us.” “If we had a store 
of our own, the manager wouldn’t keep the ac- 
counts correctly.” “The Hindu gives us credit. 
This is a sign that he trusts us. We can always 
get our needs supplied there, even when we 
don’t have any money.” “The idea is all right 
but we couldn’t make it work.” 

I fear that at bottom there is a general leth- 
argy to change, They have always lived on 
credit and they managed to eat, so why change. 
Then, there is not enough trust to warrant par- 
Ucipation in any co-operative venture of this 
sort, Hence the Hindu shopkeeper continues 
serenely on his way, giving credit and plunging 
his customers deeper and deeper into obligation 
and debt to himself, Because he gives credit, 
the customers pay a great deal more for their 
goods and actually never catch up. The money 
received on pay day goes for last month's living, 
and even then a debt remains. Then they live 
again on credit and pay at the end of the month. 
Lethargy, lack of enterprise, initiative, imagina- 
tion, and confidence in each other keeps them 
slaves to the storekeeper, It is a curse which 
keeps many in constant financial bondage. 

There is a way out, but we need a leader of 
the type of Kagawa, whom the people will trust 
absolutely. Meanwhile we can but teach, talk, 
and suggest ideas of this nature. A leader of 
the people may find a way to give co-eperatives 
an Indian slant which will fire the imagination 
and the enthusiasm of the people, so that here 
too each man may be able to eat his bread in 


peace and plenty.

“Our educational system takes our youngsters 
from a very early age and influences them to a 
greater degree than anything other than their 
homes and their churches.” As a matter of fact, 
and with quite a considerable percentage of 
these youngsters, the home and church fail to 
do for them all that those influences might and 
should, and the State, in its necessity to produce 
able, well-developed citizens, must not hesitate 
to undertake to supply to the youngsters as 
much as possible of what is missing in their 
home and church influences.”

WHAT IS A GOOD CHAIRMAN? 


Christian Education, like many other move- 
ments dealing with people, moves forward on 
the feet of committee meetings. It is getting 
more and more that way, for the good of the 
movement when the meeting is a good one, and 
for its ill when it is poor. And every committee 
meeting has to have a chairman and stake its 
success or failure on that person, What is a 
good chairman? 


The Rochester Y. M, C. A. conducted not long 
ago a “Seminar on Committee Work” in which 
it summed up the methods and attitudes of a 
successful chairman. 


As to his attitudes, the Seminar said that le 
leads and does not dictate; is not a salestnan for 
his own ideas, but a searcher after solutions; 
and is objective, patient, direct, and possesses a 
sense of humor. 


When he presides over a meeting he states 
the problem of discussion or business fully, ac- 
curately, and fairly; makes sure that differing 
points of view are stated and sympathetically 
considered; asks questions to bring out all the 
facts; clarifies meanings; distinguishes between 
major differences and minor differences; dis- 
courages digressions; keeps the meeting im- 
personal; guides discussion toward an eventual 
solution ; occasionally summarizes progress; and 
helps formulate a solution to take account of 
varying views. 

This list will help us to study the kind of 
chairmen we have seen—and heen!

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A WEEK-END IN HONDURAS

Cofradia, 18 miles from San Pedro, is a little 
interior town, much as I imagine a trading post 
in the early days of the westward moyement in 
the United States—a place from which people 
start to reach various points in the mountains 
not reached by truck or car. Our party con- 
sisted of a bride and groom and various of 
their children, the groom's brothers, several 
other relatives and friends who had come to 
San Pedro to witness the civil wedding and a 
few of us trom San Pedro, Well, the cavalcade 
was a picturesque one, with two of the smaller 
children tied with ropes to the saddle which 
they were riding. Of course there were some 
rags aS padding under the ropes, but I did feel 
sorry for the little ones with their legs stretched 
over the mule’s back, while they sat in the same 
position for hours at a time! The groom carried 
the baby tied into a towel slung from his neck 
and holding an umbrella over it, walked all the 
way over those rocky mountain trails. 


Just before we reached El Planon we had our 
last beautiful view of the whole wide valley and 
the numerous deep blue and purple ranges off 
toward the horizon where lay Cofradia; the 
next turn in the trail showed us nothing but a 
blanket of fog which had swiftly settled over 
all. It was chilly and we were glad to see the 
village before us. 


We really did not see the whole village from 
any one point, for it lies nestled along the ridge 
of the mountain, house upon house in tiers, so 
that one house looks down upon the roof of 
another, each house surrounded by its orange 
trees, coffee plants and other shrubbery. 
There are no streets but simply trails and nar- 
row muddy paths up to one and down to another 
of the 25 houses. 


We came to a halt before one of the larger 
houses, a frame and mud structure, where Don 
Camilo and Dona Timotea welcomed us warmly. 
It seemed not to perturb them that several un- 
expected guests had arrived with the group; 


mountain folk seem never to be perturbed by 
anything. We were shown into the two-room 
house with its kitchen separate where prepara- 
tions for the tamale supper were already well 
under way. We soon sought out the warmth of 
the open native clay stove where those who 
wished it were served black coffee. Later places 
were laid for a few of us at a table in the front 
room, 


Before we gathered in the same room for an 
evening service the rain broke, a_ torrential 
mountain downpour, but it did not hinder a 
large group of interested ones to gather, mostly 
believers and their children, Soon every avail- 
able seat and the two beds were occupied and 
the children were finding places on the floor. 
As the service proceeded, however, the smaller 
ones climbed up on their mother’s lap and were 
soon laid fast asleep on the beds. Not counting 
babes in arms there were thirty who were listen- 
ing to the message as Mr. Auler spoke, It was 
What one might call a “protracted” meeting, for 
time with the mountain folk is an element little 
to be reckoned with and anyway it was raining 
so why not continue? To one who had come 
thru the heat weary from the unaccustomed 
travel, it became an endurance test. 


Yet with all the effort to keep awake I real- 
ized that to these dear people who so sedom 
had an opportunity to hear the Word and to 
sing the Gospel songs, this was an occasion 
long to be remembered. [ could see the thrill 
of it in their faces, dimly lighted by the small 
kerosene lamp; [ could hear it in the zestful 
singing, not always according to tune, and | 
could sense it in their reverent attitude, 


Finally even they felt the need of going to 
rest. It was still raining. Mr, Auler and I lent 
them our raincoats; so they made several trips 
back and forth until all the children were home. 
In spite of my weariness [ could not sleep well, 
I was glad when dawn came, cold but clear. 


Mr. Auler and I spent an hour after break- 
fast visiting the homes of believers inviting them 
to Sunday school. A nice group, grown folks 
as well as children, met later for the study of 
the Word. It was my privilege to teach the 
children, How they enjoyed the picture roll and 
the cards IT gave them for repeating John 3:16! 
In the afternoon the group again assembled for 
a service, the marriage service of these two 
who before their neighbors and friends wished 
to witness to a change in their lives since Jesus 
took possession of them, It was a very solemn 
occasion and one did not even miss the altar 
and the flowers, the candles and the attendants, 
nor did it seem incongruous that the preacher 
wore riding boots and breeches instead of the 
conventional ministerial garb. One did not even 
recall to mind the picture of the previous after- 
noon when that same preacher to relieve the 
groom, and father of Baby Elijah, took the 
baby into his arms and rode up and down some 
of those steep places. No, in the quiet of the 
afternoon one thought only of the grace of God 
that could so change lives and order them 
aright.

The Federation of Churches Adopted the 
Following Resolution Against the 
PARI-MUTUEL BETTING AMENDMENT 


Whereas the constitution of the State of New 
York, as adopted by the Convention of 18%, 
prohibited the legalization of gambling in New 
York State, and 

Whereas altho many attempts by special in- 
terests have been made to change it, this pro- 
vision remains in our constitution to this day, 
and 

Whereas the legislature at its last session 
passed by one vote a resolution to be voted upon 
at the election in November which would amend 
our constitution by permitting pari-mutuel bet- 
ting at race tracks, and 

Whereas the states in which pari-mutuel bet- 
ting has been already legalized have found that 
the immediate revenue therefrom was far less 
than anticipated, and that the effect upon legiti- 
mate business, normal amusements, usual collec- 
tions, and insurance was greatly depressing, milk 
deliveries falling off 60% in New Hampshire, 
department store business slumping 50% and 
unpaid accounts rising 66% in New Orleans, 
while its effect upon people and homes was ruin- 
ous, and 

Whereas every state in which pari-mutuel bet- 
ting has been legalized has discovered that it 
has welcomed a harmful influence, and in many, 
agitation for repeal is in progress and Texas 
because of the harm done repealed in 1937 its 
legalization of pari-mutuels, and 

Whereas in the states where pari-mutuel bet- 
ting has been permitted, newspapers, bank presi- 
dents, Chambers of Commerce, farmers’ organi- 
zations, churches, and all groups sincerely inter- 
ested in the general welfare, have unitedly and 
repeatedly exposed its harmful effects, and 

Whereas although the percentage taken in 
taxes has been small, the profits to the pari- 
mutuel machine operators has been so large 
that whole communities have been drained of 
ready money, and 

Whereas the enormous profits to the pari- 
mutuel operators have made them an evil influ- 
ence in the politics of the states where they are 
permitted, as they seek thru the use of their 
a funds to maintain their special privileges, 
and 

Whereas all of this shows* conclusively the 


unhappy experience of states which have legal- 
ized pari- -mutuels, and 

Whereas it is far better to avoid damage than 
3 attempt to repair damage after it has taken 
place, 

Be It Resolved by the Board of Directors of 
the Federation of Churches of Rochester and 

Vicinity, Inc., that we take every opportunity to 
urge upon the people of our community, regard- 
less of race, sex or religion, to register for the 
forthcoming election and to help maintain both 
the moral tone and the business level by voting 
NO on Proposition No. 1.

THE FALL MEETING OF THE WEST NEW YORK SYNOD 


EVANGELICAL AND REFORMED CHURCH 
Reported by Mrs. James Wright 


Delegates from the West New York Synod of 
the Evangelical and Reformed Churches assem- 
hled together on October 16 and 17 at the Dewey 
Avenue Evangelical and Reformed Church. In 
these times where bewilderment and anxiety 
fill so many countries of our world, it seemed 
very fitting for the workers in God’s Kingdom 
to re-unite themselves and bring their problems 
to the “melting pot” to be boiled out. The 
Dewey Avenue Evangelical and Reformed 
Church with its modern attractive architecture 
and adequate facilities proved that the commit- 
tee had made a fine choice in the selection of 
the meeting place for this conference, Rev. 
Braynard Kurkowski was a congenial and very 
helpful host thus completing a splendid atmos- 
phere for the success of this conference. 

Rev, Dr, Ralph Philbrook welcomed the dele- 
gates of the conference, His inspiring medita- 
tion seemed to charge the very air with a chal- 
lenge — “OUR RESPONSIBILITY IN GOD'S 
CHURCH." He quoted from the play “The Ter- 
rible Meek” by Kennedy which further empha- 
sized our duty to be active in the program of 
the church, for here as he quoted was “A King- 
dom Never to Die!” 

Rey, Carl Haass’ unique metaphor of inter- 
preting the present day status of the church was 
commendable. “What hour is it? Sunset or 
Sunrise in God’s World? The ever present need 


today is the Mystery of God revealed, In this 
day of deep profound emotion and enlighten- 
ment, a new page is being written and a new 
light will break forth! We have glorified in it 
and we will again. There is little time to choose 
in times like these. Is it thunder or an angel 
speaking? The evil clouds of history will pass 
away into the morning glow of sunrise. The 
Kingdom ‘Come’, We Would See Jesus!" 

It seemed more than startling to realize from 
Dr. Schroeder's informing address that we have 
been “retreating” and not “advancing.” These 
important questions were discussed, “What is 
the duty of my church to the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church?" What is the Church? The 
Church is the mystical body of Christ! The im- 
portance of our high thoughts in seeing Christ 
and the Church as one and the same, Without 
Christ, the Church has no authority. The great 
need of a reformation of liberty and the open 
Bible. Dr. Schroeder compared the organijza- 
tions of the church to that of a healthy body. 
Each part of the body must be healthy to be 
useful, Each part of the body has a definite 
duty and is not able to carry the load of the 
whole. We are not functioning as a healthy body 
if we do not give; the apportionment or budget 
of our church to be our first consideration since 
the major objective for 1940 is Stewardship, 

Dr. Schroeder referred to the publication “The 
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Messenger,” which he suggested should be read 
by every family, As he stated, “There is no inspi- 
ration without information,’ He brought to our 
attention that there will be an effort to establish 
a fund which will care for aged workers and 
retired pastors since the government made pro- 
vision for only industrial and farm workers, We 
are not truly Christian until we realize that life 
does not belong to us but Christ. We are under 
obligation. In this sense of belonging to Christ 
there will be an expression of commitment of 
self—the sharing with others through service, 
substance and self. This is the underlying prin- 
ciple of Christian Life!” 

The Rev, J, M. Peck’s stirring discourse on 
the “Kingdom Come from the Standpoint of 
Evangelization” was a worthy climax for the 
first day's program. In comparison to the loy- 
alty of the last generation's daily family Bible 
reading he calmly stated the feeble excuses now 
offered for our present lack of even attending a 
mid-week prayer meeting. One could scarcely 
help feeling “I think this cap fits.” One could 
not miss the sincerity of the speaker for truly 
here was a man who knew personal evangelism. 


Rey, Elmer Hoefer pointed out the natural 
course of his Stewardship program by beginning 
with self. “How good am I?” “Am I the sick 
member of the church who is not doing his 
part?” He enlarged upon Dr. Schroeder's 
theme of the “Sick Body or Healthy Church” 
with teference to the theme “Kingdom Seryice 
in Synod and Congregation.” He emphasized 
the importance of bringing to the attention of 
each department treasurer, the duty of the or- 
ganization’s support with reference to the ap- 
portionment or Church Budget. We delegates, 
or the “mouthpieces” to see that the Apportion- 
ment Bulletins were posted for encouragement 
of each member to do his part. A suggestion 
was made to dramatize giving, to conduct con- 
tests between classes. He gave the figure of 
$3.10 as each person’s portion of the budget or 
apportionment. Rev. Hoefer reminded us that 
to tithe was the most perfect insurance of being 
rewarded prosperity. That he had never in his 
experiences of pastor, noticed any form of suf- 
fering or lack of warmth or food in families 
where the “tithe” was remembered. Books 
which Rey. Hoefer recommended for Steward- 
ship are Adult: “Who Is My Neighbor?” For

The budget appearing in this Outlook was 
unanimously adopted by the congregation on 
October 25, An organization of 300 workers ts 
being formed to visit every home affiliated with 
Salem Church on Sunday, November 19, to se- 
sure the pledges of all members for the coming 

ear. 

? The Every Member Canvass Committee has 
announced that we must increase the total 
amount of our pledges at least TEN PER CENT 
oyer last year’s pledges to reach our goal, 

One of our members suggested the slogan— 
EVERY MEMBER GIVING ONE HOUR'S 
WAGES PER WEEK FOR SALEM CHURCH. 
If the Old Testament required a tenth for the 
Lord surely one hour's wages per week for the 
Lord should be a reasonable expectation today. 

A study of our pledges for 1939 reveals that 
thirty per cent of our members pledge 10 cents 
or less per week to the church. Many of these 
members do not hesitate to spend 50 cents a 
week for movies and personal luxuries. W hen 
we consider the high level of wages and prices 
today with those of former years we can easily 
see that a ten cent pledge to the church is out 
of line with our much higher expenditures for 
recreation and personal luxuries. 

We urge all our members who are pledging 
less than 35 cents per week (which is the aver- 
age amount needed from each member to carry 
on our program) to increase their pledge to 
FIVE CENTS more per week in the coming 
year in order to Teach our goal, 

Will you not join us in a concerted effort to 
lift the level of Christian giving in Salem 
Church? 

What will be your answer to the challenge of 
Him who sits at the treasury and judges our 
giving by the standards of His giving to us? 


CATHOLICS URGE RELIGIOUS 
INSTRUCTION IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

The following report of the biennial conven- 
tion of the Catholic Alumni Federation in New 
York City appeared in the N. Y. Times last 
Sunday. 

The people of the United States were urged 
yesterday hy the National Catholic Alumni 
Federation to return to the religious principles 
on which their country was founded. 

The federation also adopted other resolutions 
denouncing racism, particularly discrimination 
against the Negro, and anti-Semitism, and urg- 
ing the study of theology for lay students at 
Catholic colleges and universities, 

Holding that the welfare of any nation de- 
pends on the civic virtues of its citizens, the 
resolution declared that secularism was under- 
mining those virtues. The obvious remedy, it 
pointed out, is a return to the religious tradi- 
tions of the United States, principally by “re- 
ligious instruction in our schools, 


Appeal for Action 

Americans cannot much longer perinit “the 
growing evil of secularism to gnaw its way into 
the minds of our youth, and there corrode our 
sense of justice, order, generosity, loyalty, peace, 
human rights—in a word, to undermine those 
great virtues by which a commonwealth lives 
and thrives,” the resolution declared. 

“We call, therefore,” it added, “upon our fel- 
low-citizens to consider both the immense prob- 
lem which faces them and the obvious solution 
of this problem, 

“It is our conviction that the religious school 
is best suited to inculcate and develop that spirit 
of reverence, justice, charity and religious lib- 
erty which lies at the heart of American institu- 
tions. 

“We are further convinced that every school

must prepare the child for integral living. No 
school can discharge this obligation unless its 
curriculum provides religious education by quali- 
fied teachers of the child's own religious faith 
and upon the request of his parents. Such tre- 
ligious instruction will train the child to respect 
the rights of God and neighbors,” 

The only sound method of developing a child's 
personality, the resolution asserted also, is to 
imbue the child “with a knowledge of God, of 
man's origin and a destiny in God, and with a 
love of truth and virtue.” Unless provision is 
made for religious instruction in our schools, 
the United States cannot look forward with as- 
surance to peace and prosperity, it declared, 


Threat to America Seen 
“We call upon the public authorities of our 
states and Jocal communities to adopt legisla- 
tion and rules to give effect to these sound prin- 
ciples in the administration of our public institu- 
tions of learning, To this end we pledge our 
energetic and whole-hearted support.”

I. The Coal and the Fire 

A minister became greatly disturbed over the 
absence from church services of a once faithful 
and devoted member, One cold Sunday after- 
noon he went to the man’s home and found him 
sitting before a glowing fire of coals.

II. A Substitute 

A widowed mother in New Jersey, had an 
only daughter who was preparing to go to China 
as a missionary when she was stricken with 
paralysis and became a hopeless invalid.

“THE CHURCH ALWAYS ASKS FOR 
MONEY” 


A HEART-TO-HEART TALK WITH A 
LAYMAN 
By Granville Taylor 


I want to talk with you quite frankly about 
money. I want to lift it out of the level we 
sometimes place it when we call it “filthy lucre,” 
and put it in its rightful place as an instrument 
God puts in our hands to use for His glory and 
the welfare of His family on earth, 

The Church is always talking about money, is 
it? That's right, I want you to be frank. Don’t 
hesitate to speak what is in your mind. Well, 
let me tell you, the leaders of the Church hate 
to talk about money as much as you hate to 
hear it, and if each one of us had a sense of our 
stewardship, and understood money as God in- 
tends us to understand it, it would never be 
mentioned from one end of the year to the other 
in our Church—nor would it need to be men- 
tioned, 

That proves, doesn’t it, that the necessity for 
all this talk about money rests squarely on the 
men and women who are the Church. 

~Here’s another angle. If money is necessary 
to carry on God's work, why should we hesitate 
to talk about it? There is nothing more im- 
portant than God’s work. If money is necessary 
to run a business, we talk about it. If money is 
necessary to wage a war in which men are 
slaughtered by the millions, we talk about it. 

For the life of me I cannot see any sin in 
talking about money that may be needed to 
wage God’s holy war against the evils of this 
life. Money is an essential part of our civiliza- 
tion at the present time. We can no more elimi- 
nate it from the work of God than we can from 
any of its secular uses, By the way, do you 
know any way to get heat, light, supplies, insur- 
ance or’ make repairs without money? Tell me 
if you do, please, 

You think the Church should talk about spir- 
itual things. You're quite right, that's its job, 
but my dear friend, money is a spiritual thing in 
a very real sense. I know of no better barometer 
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of one’s spiritual life than the way a person uses 
his money. Think that over! 

Given deeply spiritual life, there will be no 
haggling about pennies, nickels and dimes, The 
whole question will be put on this basis: God 
has given to me so much ability, time and re- 
sources. How much does my love for God's 
work prompt me to consecrate to that work? 

You said not so long ago that you wanted to 
be counted a Christian. I take it you mean you 
want to be counted a Christian in the eyes of 
God. All right, look over your budget, examine 
your expenditures, consider the proportion you 
give to God's work! Then you can answer your 
own question, 

I came across the following, which [ think is 
very worth while: 

“Tt is out of the three percent of our income 
which we give away voluntarily to the nation’s 
cultural agencies that we draw our richest satis- 
faction. I do not understand it any more than 
you do, but there is something about it that 
blesses us. Those who give most have most 
left. I believe that everyone that dries a tear 
will be spared the shedding of a thousand tears: 
I believe that every sacrifice we make will so 
enrich us in the future that our regret will be 
we did not sacrifice the more. Giye—and some- 
where out of the clouds, or from the depth of 
human hearts a melody divine will reach your 
ears, and gladden all your days upon earth.” 

That sounds very much like a statement of the 
Church. The truth is it was found in the records 
of the Pennsylvania Bankers Association and is 
quoted from the address of the President of 
Bucknell University.

A MESSAGE FROM MRS, FREUND 
Tilda, C. P., India 
Dear Friends: 


We are beginning to feel more and more like 
foreigners here. Since several weeks there is a 
Forigners' Registration Act in force in India. 
We are all registered and if we leave our dis- 
trict for more than twenty-four hours, we have 
to report to the police of the district where we 
have gone. We are told that this is a result of 
the uncertain conditions in Europe and directed 
especially against Nazis. We have heard from 
reliable sources that there are concentration 
camps in readiness for anyone who begins any 
kind of propaganda or in any way appears 
dangerous, The German people in Calcutta and 


in other large places are in a very difficult posi- 
tion. If they are pro-Nazi they get into trouble 
with the English Government, and if they are 
not pro-Nazi they get into trouble with their 
countrymen who are. Consequently these poor 
folks are afraid to draw a free breath almost. 
Europe is on everyone's mind. Even the vil- 
lagers know Hitler, Mussolini, and Chamber- 
lain, Wherever there is a radio, Indians gather 
eagerly to listen to the news of the day. 


Now for a bit of happy news about our work! 
Two weeks ago—August 15 to 18—the Commit- 
tee on Women's Work held an Institute here 
in Tilda for Bible women and women volunteer 
witnesses. The purpose of the institute was 
two-fold; namely, to enrich the spiritual life of 
the women themselves and to aid them in im- 
proving their work in the villages, As this is 
the rainy season and one cannot put people up 
in tents, we invited only women from our own 
mission, As soon as the report of our intended 
institute spread, however, we had requests from 
other places from which women wished to come. 
We counted our expected number of women, 
took an inventory of all our empty rooms on 
the compound, and found that we could house 
even the extra people, as some of our own 
women had arranged to stay with friends, Thus 
we had 35 women from our mission, 7 from three 
other missions, and nine missionaries as our 
guests. 


The theme of the institute was built around 
John 10:10b “I am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it more abun- 
dantly.” The subjects for the devotional peri- 
ods accordingly were “The Abiding Presence 
of Christ,” “Victory Over Temptation,” “Prayer 
Life,” “Witnessing.” All singing was led by 
Blind Simon who has written some fifty songs 
in Chhattisgarhi and was requested especially 
to teach them to us all. These bhajans are 
Christian sentiments written to tunes known to 
the villagers and are very popular wherever 
heard. 


On the evening of the first day some of the 
Christian women of Tilda gave a short play, 
“Diyawanti, the Good Daughter-in-law.” On 
the second evening Blind Simon gave one of 
his famous Kirtens—a sermon in song. Our 
India friends, Christian and non-Christian, will 
sit for hours and listen to one of them. On the 
last evening all took part in a candle light 
consecration service.

MUCH ADO ABOUT A BABY 
Dr. Harold G. Freund, Tilda, India 


The advent of a baby into the world is no 
mean event, Scarcely have both father and 
mother recovered from the shock of the ordeal, 
have arrived at a compromise as to a name wor- 
thy of the infant, and have celebrated a few 
“first-time” events such as the first tooth, when 
preparations are made to celebrate in a worthy 
manner the first birthday anniversary, There- 
after each succeeding year another candle is 
added to the number on the birthday cake, and 
the annual celebration becomes a fixed habit. 
In the case of girls, however, after a number of 
years the number of candles becomes merely 
symbolic and does not represent the true state 
of affairs. However, as for the birth itself, there 
is not much the prospective father or attending 
relatives can do except to support one another 
in their agony of spirit as they wait outside the 
door labelled Delivery Room, The doctor and 
attending nurses are very firm about it; the 
delivery room is forbidden territory and neither 
tears nor prayers can make their hearts less 
stony. 

In India we are back in the Middle Ages. The 
doctor is the last person to call—when all else 
has failed. The mother-in-law of the expectant 
mother, by reason of rank rather than of ex- 


perience, takes charge of everything. She may 
call into the dark stuffy room as many incan- 
tators, seli-stlyed midwives, and watchers as 
she pleases and there is none to say her nay. 
This is very decidedly not a man’s affair, 


Some weeks ago a delegation of men came 
to me to request my attendance at a prospective 
delivery in a ueighboring village. I could see 
that the prospective father had won his victory 
at a great cost. I asked him to bring his wife to 
the hospital, but with something like fear in his 
eyes he said it would not be possible to bring 
her until labor had begun. We saw that we 
could do nothing so we let it go at that. And 
this is where the real story begins. 


That same night at eleven o'clock six men 
stormed my veranda, waking everyone in order 
to tell me to come at once; the baby had ar- 
rived! I left directions for a stretcher to follow 
me at the double quick and we set off. There 
was no need to have the house pointed out to 
me for it was invested and surrounded by the 
whole village. (This happened to be the home 
of the head man of the village.) I struggled 
into the house to find the triumphant mother- 
in-law in charge, The poor remonstrating baby 
was on the dirt floor being yigorously rubbed 
and rolled in ashes. The stretcher had mean- 
while arrived and I announced as firmly as I 
could that we would transport everything as it 
was to the hospital. Here the mother-in-law 
made her last stand—not a very gallant one, The 
night air was definitely bad for mother and 
baby, said she. [t would certainly give rise to 
fever and death. A long altercation then fol- 
lowed, When, however, her following, even 
among the women, deserted her and she saw 
that she was beaten, she struck her flag on this 
condition that the baby be wrapped in bales of 
cloth and the mother be covered with piles of 
blankets completely over the head. The pro- 
cession formed outside the house; the strong 
men of the village formed a long line; the 
mother-in-law signalled; and four men took 
their places at the stretcher, Another signal 
and away we went at double quick pace, a veri- 
table “flying Dutchman” column. At frequent 
intervals men edged up and took their turns at 
the stretcher, There was no halt for change of 
bearers. The mother-in-law and I swept along 
at the head of the column. Miss Kroehler, the 
nurse, had arrived at the house also before we 
left it, and had taken charge of the bundle of 
cloth containing the baby. How we rushed! We 
knew that we must reach the hospital before the 
night air had a chance to penetrate the layers 
of blankets! We arrived without mishap, did 
all which according to western medical stand- 
ards could be done to make our patients com- 
fortable, and waited for the break of day. 


The next morning the mother had one degree 
of fever and the prophetic hopes of the mother- 
in-law rose perceptibly, But alas for her! By 
noon the fever was gone and there was no more 
for the remaining days. The chief people of the 
village came to admire the child and to con- 
gratulate the mother, Father and mother lost 
themselves in the transports of a new kind of 
exhilaration and why shouldn't they be proud? 
A healthy male-child and heir had been born 
into the world!

CHRISTMAS NIGHT AT THE HOLY 
MANGER 

Christmas service at the Holy Manger is an 
international all-night affair, Add to the ten 
thousand Bethlehemites the inhabitants of the 
surrounding villages, half of the population of 
Jerusalem, and the tens of thousands of visiting 
pilgrims, who represent every race, tongue, 
color, creed, and sect in Christendom, and you 
will comprehend the complexity of the hetero- 
geneous assembled multitudes. The chief cele- 
brants—patriarchs, arch-bishops, bishops, priests, 
and monks with their crowns of studded dia- 
monds, their yestments of shining gold, and 
their over-decorated breasts, help to drive away 
all sleep and to make the night a magnificent, 
fascinating, bewitching show not casy to forget. 
There is only one other service in Christendom 
that resembles “The Holy Night in the Manger” 
in this respect; that one is the Eastern celebra- 
tion within the Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem, 


If you are of a quiet, retiring, comtemplating 
nature and feel uncomfortable in the midst of 
extreme excitement, extravagant pomp, and 
over-worldly religious ceremonies, and your soul 
yearns for a mystic Christmas celebration, where 
spirits commune with each other, then it be- 
hooves you to withdraw, if you can, from the 
surging ocean of humanity about the Holy 
Manger and traverse the shepherds’ path, leading 
down the hill to the Shepherds’ Field, where the 
low-hanging firmament, with its myriads upon 
myriads of brightly shining stars, reminds you 


that the very sky was luminous with heavenly 
splendor, its very air resonant with the songs 
of the heavenly hosts, and that the short dis- 
tance between the Field and the Inn, on top of 
the western hill, was, during the first Christmas 
night, crowded with the angels of heaven, who 
came to proclaim His birth to a waiting world. 


It came upon the midnight clear, 
That glorious song of old, 
From angels bending near the earth, 
To touch their harps of gold; 
“Peace on the earth, good-will to men, 
From heaven's all-gracious King," 
The earth in solemn stillness lay, 
To hear the angels sing, 


The Christmas festival is a continuous three- 
day rejoicing and an_ uninterrupted period of 
visitation among the Bethlehemites. Each per- 
son expects neighbors and friends from other 
parts of the town to show their true friendship 
and respect to him by calling on him in person 
during the Christmas holidays, and the number 
of shoes at the door indicates the number of 
visitors within, Owing to the great number of 
houses to be covered in a day, these visits are 
of rather short duration, but they are ample 
enough for the shaking of hands, embraces, ex- 
change of kisses, partaking of desserts, and the 
ever-present drinking of coffee from a thimble- 
sized cup, When a person is unable to eat or 
drink any more of the offered things, he simply 
touches the object and returns it to its place, 
which indicates that he accepts the gift but is 
unable to make use of it at that time. No one 
ever thinks of carrying anything away from his 
host’s house; to do so would be to commit an 
unpardonable crime against the etiquette of the 
land. It is usually the custom for a group of 
individuals living within one or two blocks to 
form a visiting delegation and call upon the 
most prominent homes in other parts of the 
town. The poor people are not expected to 
entertain their visitors, but no person is too 
poor to stand at the door of his home and ex- 
change the compliments of the season with the 
passer-by, 


Yes, the Christmas celebration among the 
Bethlehemites is a means of strengthening the 
ties of old friendship and of creating new ones 
where they do not exist before. Its beneficial 
results are not measured in dollars or cents, nor 
are they confined to a day or a season; rather 
they follow a person through life.

Elizabeth P, Prentiss. 


What could be more appropriate for the first 
Memory Hymn of 1940 than this lovely prayer 
which came from the heart of a devoted Chris- 
tian woman? Mrs, Elizabeth P. Prentiss was 
the daughter of Rev, Dr. Edward Payson and 
the wife of Rey. Dr. George L. Prentiss, a pro- 
fessor in the Union Theological Seminary of 
New York. She was born in Portland, Maine, 
October 26, 1818, and died August 13, 1878. Those 
who knew her best spoke of her exquisitely 
trained mind, her fine literary taste, and her 
intensely sympathetic religious feeling, Her hus- 
band states that like most of her hymns, this 
beautiful composition is simply “a prayer put 
into the form of verse.” She wrote it on a slip 
of paper and did not show it, not even to her 
husband, until years after it was written. It 
probably belongs as far back as the year 1856. 
When it was finally published, Mrs, Prentiss 
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wondered not a little that it met with so much 
favor. But we do not wonder that this simple 
heart-song, inspired by so much love and prayer, 
should have proved a blessing to multitudes of 
Christian men and women, If we make it the 
sincere yearning of our own hearts, 1940 will be 
a great year of blessing and of service for us. 


MORE SPENT FOR LIQUOR THAN FOR 
RELIEF AND SCHOOLS 


According to statistics released here by Rev, 
D. Everett Smith of the National Reform As- 
sociation, sales in hard liquor in Philadelphia, 
Delaware County and throughout Pennsylvania 
have almost doubled since 1934, Pennsylvanians 
in 1938 spent, per capita, $31,20 for intoxicating 
liquors, $31.06 for relief, $15.78 for public schools. 
In both Philadelphia and Delaware Counties the 
amount spent for hard liquors and beer almost 
equals the amount spent for public relief (fed- 
eral, state and local) and public schools com- 
bined. Pennsylvanians spent $151,980,236 for 
public schools, but twice as much for liquor, 
$300,525,384, and almost as much for public re- 
lief, $299,181,067, Added to these are the in- 
creased costs of accidents, police, criminal courts 
and prisons, due to the liquor traffic, 


CHRIST BEFORE ALL 


Much has been heard in recent weeks about 
the frontier between Germany and Holland. A 
heartening report has just come from Europe 
that an anonymous donor has presented a statue 
of Christ to be erected near Arnhem on that 
frontier which, when completed, will stand on a 
pedestal, upon which will be inscribed the 
words; “Le Christ Avant Tout” (“Christ Before 
All”). We only hope that this will be a symbol 
of European peace in the years that are to come.

INDIAN PARENTHOOD

“I shall pray for your long life and may you 
have many sons!” This is a petition which is 
well known to every missionary, Indians who 
regard their request as very urgent, play this 
as their last trump card. Only a heart of stone 
could turn a deaf ear to a plea so artfully em- 
bellished, Deeply seated in every human heart 
is that which compels it to strive most ardently 
for the “highest good.” For the Christian the 
hope of eternal life lightens the burdens and 
vexations of daily life. The Indian is cheered 
along life's way if he is the father of a numer- 
ous company of children, If the great majority 
of them are sons, his cup of joy is full, The 
problem of how to provide for all these children 
is not a pressing one. Rice is cheap and clothes 
are entirely unnecessary until the child is of 
school age. Wherever the vicious selfishness of 
the west with its higher standards of living and 
2a multiplication of what are considered the 
necessities of life, attracts the fancy of the 
people, size of families tends to become reduced, 
But even among such classes three or four chil- 
dren are not considered too many. One must 
allow a margin for casualties for Indian infant 
mortality is terrific, It is not of this class of 
people that I am writing, but of that strata of 
society which centers in its children the sum 
total of life’s entertainments, joys, and hopes. 


Practically every foreigner is impressed by 
the love which the Indian people display for 
their children, It is not altogether siepelBets for 
the villager who has the most children is the 
envy of his fellows and is looked upon as most 
favored by the gods, Requests on the part of 
Indians for knowledge as to how to limit their 
families are very rare. The deliberate practice 
of checking the flow of God's gifts is a highly 
profane act and fraught with much danger. Re- 
quests on how to produce a generous number of 
healthy children are many, A childless mar- 
riage is an extremely serious matter. In such 
cases the woman is usually considered at fault. 
The husband will therefore as a rule install a 
successor to her in his home, If in other re- 
spects the first wife has been faithful, she is 
usually not discarded. If she loves her husband, 
the fruitfulness of her successor will not be a 
source of pain to her, Often the successor has 
to suffer in various ways until she can prove 
her worth by bearing a child. Nowadays a faith- 
ful husband, before resorting to such an ex- 
treme measure, will bring his wife to the hospital 
for examination. Barrenness, however, offers a 
good excuse for a faithless husband or one who 
has grown weary of his wife, to elect a successor 
to her for his home. 


With many loud and joyful exclamations, the 
village women gather to celebrate and, if neces- 
sary, to aid in the advent of a new bit of hu- 
manity, In their zeal to hasten matters, some 
ill-advised both good-intentioned village woman 
is likely to interfere, and this may result sub- 
sequently in the death of the mother from in- 
fection, If the baby attempts to enter the world 
in an unusual way, this condition plus much 
interference usually results in the death of both 
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mother and child, If the baby arrives without 
inishap, it is jubilantly rolled about in ashes; oil 
is smeared all over the baby; and the abdomen 
is vigorously kneaded, because the average vil- 
lager believes the abdomen to be filled with gas. 
The infant may be the victim of hereditary dis- 
ease which soon makes itself apparent. Many 
of these poor unfortunate babies are brought 
to the hospital for treatment. It is a depressing 
thing to see the diseases of the fathers visited 
upon luckless little ones. Unfortunately the 
white man's plague has become the curse of 
India. 


Assuming that the infant has a good heredity, 
there are still dangers ahead, A crying baby is 
not considered a healthy thing, In any case, no 
fond parent can suffer to see a little one crying. 
There is a remedy for that—opium—easily pro- 
cured in the Indian bazaars, This is the curse 
which has come to India from the yellow race. 
Between feedings babies are given opium te 
keep them quiet, This habit—easily formed— 
results in the crying of the babies for opium! 
They become constipated and their abdomens 
hecome distended with gas. The poor abdomens 
are burned all over with a hot sickle. In_this 
condition infants, drunk with and poisoned from 
opium, are brought to us. 


Another type of child often brought to us is 
the one which is thin and anemic because it has 
been nursing at the breast of the mother or even 
grandmother for from two to three years or 
more, The child is also menaced by malaria and 
dysentery, the latter resulting from putting un- 
clean things into its mouth, It also jis common 
because of parent's ignorance in keeping the 
child clean, 


Because of the lack of knowledge on the part 
of its parents, the child is confronted by great 
physical hazards. Of even greater consequence 
than these, however, is the poverty of mental 
and spiritual instruction received by that child, 
Whatever he learns of work, play, or life in 
general, he learns by imitation and observation, 
here and there, The parents give their children 
practically no training. They feed them and 
fondle them, carry them about on their hips 
until they are five or six, and with true oriental 
complacency allow them to make complete nui- 
sances of themselves, without even a thought of 
imposing some training in good habits, Spas- 
modically and irrationally they will shout at or 
strike the child in a moment of anger, but there 
is no systematic discipline, In a general way the 
child gradually absorbs the village forms of 
conduct and parents are quite content that the 
child should conform to the general average of 
conduct. 


As a rule then, the responsibility of Indian 
parenthood in the villages scarcely goes beyond 
caring for the child physically. Beyond this, the 
child automatically conforms to group conduct. 
Love, however, is not lacking. It is a love ex- 
pressing itself in possession rather than in a 
sense of obligation to train the child properly. 
It is a love which forgives much and suffers 
more because it is so indulgent. Yet it is India's 
intense love for her children, which, in spite of 
ignorance, wars, and pestilence, will continue 
to preserve her for all ages to come, 
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of eternal life.” John 6:68 


We feel constrained to echa the words of the 
faithful disciple as we face the uncertainties of 
the coming year. But whatever the new year 
may bring of good or ill, we can be confident 
that the God of our fathers will sustain and 
strengthen us for every good work according 
to His promise. 


The past year cannot be numbered among the 
best in the history of our church but it has 
recorded many evidences of the continuing and 
never failing goodness of God. We have been 
able to carry forward without interruption our 
program of worship and service, In spite of a 
rather disappointing response to our Every 
Member Canyass for the budget of 1939, we 
have been able to meet all of our obligations for 
current expenses and benevolence and to finish 
the year with a modest balance, 

We have paid an additional $1,000.00 for the 
debt liquidation fund of the Evangelical Synod 
and by means of our White Gift donations we 
have heen able to meet our obligation to our 
faithful missionaries in India. 


The Men's Bible Class had a very successful 
banquet last January commemorating the 20th 
anniversary of the class with the founder and 
first teacher of the class, Dr. F, Frankenfeld, as 
the guest speaker, The Ladies’ Class followed 
with a 20th anniversary banquet in February 
with the Reverend Arthur Evans as speaker. In 
March the Kingdom Mission Circle celebrated 
the 15th anniversary of the founding of this 
organization. The Reverend H. H. Lohans, the 
founder of this group, was the guest of honor 
and principal speaker. Troop 60 B. 5S. A. also 
commemorated its 20th anniversary with a very 
fine banquet and program in December, 

Last February we had a season of unusual 
blessing in the visit of our Salem missionary to 
Honduras, Miss Anna Bechtold. 

In June the Salem pastor was honored with 
the award of the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity by Ursinus College, Philadelphia, Pa. 
During July and August he had the privilege of 
traveling through nine European countries with 
the Sherwood Eddy Seminar, 


brought honor to Salem by winning the city 
championship of the church leagues. Our basket- 
ball team finished second in the “Y” League, 
losing the League championship by a single 
game. A well rounded program of sports has 
served a large number of boys in our church. 

Our Every Member Canvass, under the direc- 
tion of J, J. Andersen, proved to be the most 
successful in many years, The large organiza- 
tion of 300 workers voted almost unanimously in 
favor of repeating the plan in the coming year. 

Our White Gift offering also has been the 
best in many years, amounting to cash and 
pledges of $1,589.00. 

On the hasis of the response in recent months, 
we believe that our church will continue to go 
forward in the year ahead.

the English worship, The decline of the German 
attendance has been steady and inevitable with 
the passing of our German members, The de- 
crease in the English attendance is accounted 
for in part by the omission of the special White 
Giit service this year which in 1938 had an at- 
tendance of 1,073, Taking this factor into ac- 
count the net decrease for the English worship 
is 657. The Lenten attendance showed an in- 
crease of 488 over the previous vear with an 
average attendance of 788 per week. 

We congratulate the 45 members who had a 
perfect attendance record during the past year. 


Religious Education 

The Church School attendance for 1939 totaled 
53,923 as compared with 55,859 for 1938, This 
loss occurred in the first three quarters, notice- 
ably the summer quarter, The last quarter of 
the year actually showed a very slight increase 
over that of 193 

For the complete year of 1939: 

The Pre-School Division had practically the 
same attendance as in 1938. 

The Elementary Division showed a loss. 

The Young People’s Division, Senior Depart- 
ment and Young People’s Department computed 
together, showed a gain, 

The Adult Division showed a loss, 

In the 1939 Lenten Campaign, Salem went 
over the goal of 10,000 with 10,202 present for 
the seven Sundays. The members of the Church 
School will have to redouble their efforts this 
year to ensure the success of the Lenten Cam- 
paign since Easter comes so early, This year 
will mark the 25th Lenten Campaign in Salem 
history. 

The enrollment of the school January 1, 1940 
is 2,023, 

Drama 

Dramatic events at Salem were six in num- 
ber, including three three-act plays, one one-act 
Christmas play, and two pageantry presenta- 
tions. These offered opportunity for participa- 
tion to approximately 186 persons. The two 
Salem choirs and the orchestra also contributed 
to these programs. 

Youth 

The year 1939 saw the organization of the 
Junior High League composed of boys and girls 
from 12-14, It had intermittent meetings during 
the summer, with an attendance of from 25 to 


45, and now meets concurrently with the Youth 
Forum on the first and third Sunday evenings 
of the month, 

Salem graduates from high schools and col- 
leges were privileged to hear Dr. F. Frankenfeld 
as baccalaureate speaker on June 26th. 

Stewardship and Dunkirk: A number of pupils 
of Salem Church School participated in the 
Stewardship Essay and Poster Contest of the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church in the spring 
of 1939. One of the Salem contestants, 9 year 
old Marilyn Baetzel, won the two National First 
Prizes. Awards for local winners consisted 
chiefly of financial credit for attendance at Dun- 
kirk Boys’ and Girls’ Camps, which increased 
the number attending these camps from Salem. 

The Every Member Canvass 
has been the most successful in many years. 
The pastors and the Church Council are grateful 
to the congregation for this evidence of loyal 
support of their program. The church office has 
given us the following summary:

The Endowment Fund 

We regret to report that there have been no 
additional receipts to the Endowment Fund in 
the past year. Several bequests have been an- 
nounced but the amounts due to Salem have 
not been remitted to date, We again call atten- 
tion to this arrangement in our church whereby 
members can provide for perpetual memberships 
in our church by donations during their life- 
time or legacies in their will, We hope that an 
increasing number of our members will give our 
Endowment Fund favorable consideration, 

The Ministry of Music 

We have undoubtedly one of the best volun- 
teer choirs in Rochester, In the Christmas can- 
tata our choir and orchestra under the direction 
of Prof. Herman Genhart reached a new high 
in artistic and worshipful performance. We are 
also grateful to the Junior Choir under the 
direction of Miss Dorothy Drum for their en- 
richment of our worship program, There is a 
real need for a teen-age choir in our church 
and we hope ways and means will be found to 
organize such a choir in the coming year. 

Our Organizations 
will speak for themselves in their various re- 
ports, Our church has been strengthened and 
our service enlarged by the faithful work of our 
various groups in translating our Christian faith 
into action. 
‘The Constitution Committee 

has held three meetings in the past year but it 
is not ready at this time to make a complete 
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report, More time will be needed to bring our 
constitution into conformity with the new pro- 
visions of our united church and the changed 
conditions of our present time. 
The Church Council 

has met regularly every month and has faith- 
fully performed its task of administering the 
work of our congregation, The terms of the 
following members expire at this meeting and 
to these members the congregation will doubt- 
less wish to express its thanks for their labors.

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Distress Among Evangelical Churches of Europe 


Some inkling of the difficulties and burdetis 
laid upon the Continental Churches by the de- 
velopments of the last six months may be ob- 
tained from the brief survey just sent to the 
American Office of the Central Bureau for Re- 
lief of the Evangelical Churches of Europe by 
Prof, Adolf Keller, the Director of the Bureau 
in Geneva. He writes: 

“Some of the more urgent and tragic of our 
many problems are beginning to emerge. It is 
necessary for our Bureau to put its work on a 
war basis and to arrange to meet as adequately 
as possible the following emergency needs: 


“1, Help for the French pastors, half of whom 
are mobilized, whose families are already suffer- 
ing from the withdrawal of an income which has 
been below a normal living standard for a long 
time. 

“2. Aid for the evacuated parishes especially 
from Alsace, which have been uprooted and 
must try to reconstruct their existence in the 
interior of France for the duration of the war, 


“3. Emergency aid for the Czech Hussite com- 
munity in Paris and its environs, 

“4. Emergency aid for the Spanish refugees 
of whom there are still thousands in the south 
of France, including some 2,200 Evangelicals. 
These constitute a heavy drain on the resources 
not only of the French Government but also of 
the French Protestant Churches. 

“5. Immediate emergency aid for the Protes- 
tant communities of those parts of Poland which 
can be reached, Conditions are still chaotic but 
people are beginning to gather round their 
churches and pastors are trying to rebuild the 
scattered congregations and provide food and 
shelter for homeless families, 

“6 Help for the Russian Orthodox Theo- 
logical Seminary in Paris, bereft of support 
from England and already in a precarious situa- 
tion from the failure of expected support from 
America, This is the only religious training 
school left to the Russian Orthodox Church, 

“7, Assistance to the German Evangelical 
Church in tracing German pastors in the bel- 
ligerent countries and on the mission fields and 
forming a special committee for the purpose of 
aiding such individuals as far as conditions per- 
mit and getting news to their families. 


“8. Keeping open the channels for bringing 
aid to the ‘Confessional’ pastors or their families 
in Germany, 

“OY. Helping in the work of spiritual care for 
prisoners of war and tracing the missing, espe- 
cially in Poland. 


“10. Assistance in raising funds to help refu- 
gees in Switzerland, Lithuania, Romania, and 
German-occupied Poland. 


“Il, Aid for students, both permanent exiles 
and temporary refugees. 


“12. Emergency aid for institutions in Poland 
and in countries to which large numbers of 
refugees have fled, also for ‘El Porvenir’ in 
Madrid, which is still functioning as a relief 
center for the Spanish Evangelicals, pending 
legislation clarifying the status of all non-gov- 
ernmental schools and religious bodies (other 
than Catholic).”

JULIUS LIPS— 
A Distinguished Refugee 
By Laura Waples McMullen 

In a little house, on the Street of the seven 
Hills in Cologne, Germany, lived Professor Julius 
Lips, his wife and their dog Tapir, Daily in the 
year of 1933, Dr. Lips took a tram which carried 
him into the city to a larger house, the Rauten- 
strauch-Joest Museum. It was a very large 
house, the second indeed in size of all the mu- 
seums in Germany. And in this building which 
was filled with the precious collections of hun- 
dreds of years, Dr. Lips had housed for safe- 
keeping and that his students might see them, 
all the treasures which he and his wife had 
gathered in their anthropological journeys for 
nineteen years. 

For the last three years they had limited their 
visits to West Africa. Here they had lived with 
the natives and the missionary friends who had 


helped them in their work—which was to dis- 
coyer what the black man thinks of his white 
conqueror. Dr, Lips and Eva Lips his wife had 
gathered material for a book which he intended 
to write when he returned home to lecture in 
the University of Cologne and in the Rauten- 
strauch-Joest Museum, Many photographs and 
drawings of things which they had seen had 
been gathered together for the homeward jour- 
ney. There were photographs of carvings which 
the natives had made of their missionaries, “No- 
where do the primtive peoples reproduce the 
figures of their missionaries with so much dignity 
and feeling as do the West Africans,” Dr, Lips 
has said. They would like to picture the new 
God of the missionaries if they only could, But 
to make the figure and face of the missionary as 
fine as it was possible for them to do was the 
best substitute they could offer for a carving of 
divinity. 

The time of departure came at last and Julius 
and Eva Lips were home again in the little house 
on the Street of the Seven Hills with Tapir in 
the living room where the walls were jade col- 
ored, the woodwork burnt amber and where cacti 
grew stiff and straight in the sunny windows. 
The pictures for the new book were scattered 
about the room; they had been working on the 
material for some weeks now. But life had 
changed in Germany ; a new political regime had 
come to power which was not interested in the 
gifts and abilities of colored races. Not truth 
but distortion of truth was demanded of Julius 
Lips, and he refused to comply. 

One quiet evening a final demand came that 
he should turn over the manuscript of his book 
with the photographs he had made to the police. 
A few days later he was on his way to London, 
the precious materials having been spirited to 
England by means not yet even wise to reveal, 
Eva Lips delayed for a time, then joined her 
husband; and, leaving the little house on the 
Street of the Seven Hills and the dog Tapir be- 
hind forever, they sailed for America, A tem- 
porary lectureship at Columbia University wel- 
comed them; his hook under the title “The Say- 
age Strikes Back” was published in translation; 
and a new life was begun, 

Julius Lips is one of the most distinguished of 
the many refugees whom the nazi regime has 
driven to America. We have few men in Ameri- 
can university life in his field who have the 
equivalent of his accomplishment and interna- 
tional reputation, Julius Lips came bearing gifts 
to a country that needed him and will prize him. 
He has accepted a permanent appointment at 
Howard University in Washington, D. C.

A RELIGION TO SUPPORT DEMOCRACY" 


The first of two parts of a radio address by Rey, Harry Emerson Fosdick, D.D. 


Pastor of Riverside Church 


In the generation in which some of us were 
reared, we assumed that as knowledge increased 
mankind would accept ever more universally the 
democratic faith, Instead, democracy stands now 
in peril, Democracy has done an incalculable 
service, and now in her hour of need democracy 
asks us what we can do for her. What kind of 
religion ought ours to be if it is to support the 
democratic faith and practise? 

Democracy cannot be merely inherited, It 
must be reborn with every generation, Unless 
the inner spiritual factors that created democ- 
racy in the first place can be constantly renewed, 
its outward forms decay. Whiat kind of religion 
ought ours to be if it is to support a govern- 
ment of, by, and for, the people? 

TI. In the first place, obviously it must be a re- 
ligion that dignifies personality. [emocracy 
springs from a high estimate of persons, It 
trusts people with freedom to think, to say what 
they think, to hear all sides of public questions 
discussed, to balance opposing arguments and 
to decide, That is ay astonishing confidence in 
people, The Fuehrers and the Duces would say 
that it is an insane confidence, The founding 
fathers themselves were not unanimous about it, 
Said Alexander Hamilton, “The people is a great 
beast.” Yet that faith in people is the soul of 
democracy. Nowhere is the coutrast between

democracy and dictatorship more evident than 
here, Dictatorship herds persons like sheep, 
hypnotizes them by mass propaganda and co- 
erces them by mass pressure; democracy trusts 
persons as the ultimate sources of decision in 
the commonwealth. 

Materialistic irreligion denies this estimate, It 
reduces the human being to an accidental col- 
location of physical atoms. Carried to its logical 
conclusion, it makes people what another calls 
“impotent nobodies hurtling toward nothing- 
ness." We cannot build a successful democracy 
ou that idea. Some of us clearly can recall when 
first this new doctrine of materialistic irreligion, 
that has so swept across our generation, came 
up over our borizon. How roused and shocked 
we were as Christians! This idea, we said, will 
destroy all faith in God; it will destroy our re- 
ligion; it will destroy the church. But today we 
see a further truth. I wish it could be shouted 
from the housetops: this devaluation of persons 
will destroy democracy. 


Il. In the second place, the kind of religion 
that will support government of, by, and for, 
the people is one that recognizes a higher loy- 
alty than the state. That seems to a dictator a 
weird idea. Yet behind it is an essential demo- 
cratic faith that there is something higher than 
any government, the truth yet to be discovered, 
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and that the only way of getting at it is to say 
to the people, “You are not the slaves of gov- 
ernment; think for yourselves; if need be, differ 
from the government and oppose it;. there is a 
higher loyalty than the government to which 
you must be true.” It is as though democracy 
essentially were saying, “We must obey God 
rather n man.” 

All too common is the idea that the essence 
of democracy is the rule of the majority. That 
is not true, Dictatorship also can be and often 
is the rule of the majority. But the unique dis- 
tinction of democracy they utterly lack, not the 
rule of the majority, but the rights of the mi- 
norities. We set up a government and then 
actually pay salaries to opposition party mem- 
bers in the legislatures to criticize and obstruct 
the government. Looked at in cold logicality, 
that's an insane idea! Yes, but it is magnificent 
too, one of the greatest political faiths ever 
ventured on in all history. The British have a 
phrase that in these days I confess moves me 
deply: “His Majesty’s most loyal opposition.” 
That's democracy and it is magnificent. 

Even in this country, with its Communists and 
Fascists, it is not easy to hold hard by the demo- 
cratic idea, Yet though the rights of minorities 
be abused and though the impatience of dicta- 
torial minds be understandable, still the demo- 
cratic faith remains the best hope of mankind, 
and without it, I measure my words, Christianity 
may not survive. For to the Christian no human 
government can ever be the highest loyalty. 
The rights of minorities were, as a matter of 
history, created in the first place by the re- 
ligious conscience obeying God rather than men. 
There, in a religious idea, this element of de- 
mocracy was first produced and there it must 
find its perennial renewal. For the Christian 
conscience and civil liberties are done up in one 
bundle of life.

“A RELIGION TO SUPPORT DEMOCRACY” 

Concluding part of a radio address by 
Rev, Harry Emerson Fosdick, D. D., 

Pastor of Riverside Church, New York ‘City 

Ilf. In the third place, the kind of religion 
that will support the democratic faith and prac- 
tice must genuinely care not only for the liberty 
but for the equality and fraternity of the people. 
Our attention in these days is concentrated on 
the external enemies of democracy, the dictator- 
ships that threaten war. Only a fool would mini- 
mize the peril. But the deeper danger to democ- 
racy is still within. It lies in the inequalities 
among our own people that spoil fraternity, 
destroy loyalty, divide us into economic classes, 
and make real democracy impossible. 

One listens to the Brookings Institution re- 
porting on incomes of American families in the 
prosperous year of 1929: “Thus it appears that 
one-tenth of one per cent of the families at the 
top received practically as much as forty-two 
per cent of the families at the bottom of the 
scale.” That bodes ill to the republic, One- 
tenth of one per cent of American families re- 
ceiving as much income as forty-two per cent 
suits not a democratic commonwealth, 

The danger in this situation has become acute 
because it is on this that Communism feeds; it 
is the alleviation and cure of this that Com- 
munism promises; it is because of this that 
Communism spreads. The way in which Com- 
munism proposes to solve the problem, how- 
ever, runs all against the democratic grain. Com- 
munism proposes the state ownership and con- 
duct of economic processes, That means that 
the two most coercive powers in the world, the 
political and economic, are concentrated in the 
same hands. When we centralize in the same 
hands these two most powerful coercive forces 
in the world, be sure that our civil liberties will 
soon be gone, A price is too high to pay for 
what is promised. 

We must face the fact that ultimately there 
is no such thing as a successful political democ- 
racy without economic democracy. If we catnot 
achieve that end, Communism’s way, then we 
must find a democratic way of achieving it. Long 
ago it was said in England, “That which makes 
a few rich and many poor suits not the common- 
wealth.”

IV. Finally, the kind of religion that will sup- 
port government of, by, and for, the people, 
must create responsible personal character in 
the individual. Our American scene displays the 
lamentable lack of this. 

Put it this way. A great population must be 
controlled. No sentimentality should blind our 
eyes to that realistic fact. If there is to be order 
and not chaos, discipline not anarchy, people 
must be controlled, And there are only two 
ways of controlling them. Coercion from with- 
out—that- issone, Voluntary, responsible, public- 
spirited character spiritually engendered within 
—that is the other, Now, a dictatorship stakes 
its very existence on the method of coercion, 
while a democracy remains a democracy only 
insofar as voluntary, responsible, public-spirited 
character takes coercion’s place. In any nation, 
the more we have of one, the less we have of 
the other. Is not this the very crux of the mat- 
ter in America? We cannot go on forever in 
the republic neglecting those character-building 
faiths and incentives from which personal quality 
and moral integrity spring, 

Here, too, Christ and democracy are at one. 
Whatever else Christianity at its best has done, 
it has produced self-starting, self-motivating, 
self-driving character, Church of Christ, this 
day of crisis is also the day of your opportunity 
if democracy is to he saved, A republic must be 
built, not on coercion but on voluntary, inwardly 
right, responsible, personal character, to produce 
which should be your specialty. And you who 
have been careless of religion, negligent of the 
church, thoughtless of Christ, in general sepa- 
rate from the character- building faiths and mo- 
tives of mankind, but who do care about govern- 
ment of, by, and for, the people, have we not a 
right to appeal to you to rethink your attitude? 

They tell us that the devotion of youth in 
Europe to the mass movements of Stalin, the 
Fuehrer, and the Duce, is thrilling and that we 
in America have nothing to match it. [ wish we 
could feel an equal thrill born of an equal devo- 
tion to democracy and to the kind of religion 
that sustains it. The dignifying of personality, 
the giving of conscience to God above all human 
instiutions, the achievement not of popular lib- 
erty alone but of popular equality and fraternity, 
the erection of human society on transformed, 
responsible personal character—that is the cause 
on which the highest hopes of humankind de- 
pend.

BREAKING DOWN BARRIERS 
Eph, 2:13, 14 
(A sermon by Dr. Schroeder on Brotherhood 
Sunday) 

The month of February is unique in that it 
gives us the anniversary of the birth of the two 
greatest Americans in our history, Washington 
aud Lincoln. Socially-minded leaders of our 
nation haye capitalized this coincidence by 
making it the basis for a nation-wide emphasis 
on brotherhood. Brotherhood is happily basic 
to our principles of democratic government and 
the principles of the Christian religion. 

The preamble to our Declaration of Independ- 
ence declares that all men are created “free and 
equal and endowed with certain inalienable 
rights which are life, liberty and pursuit of 
happiness.” 

The Lord Jesus quoted the Old Testament as 
the foundation of His gospel of the Kingdom 
of God, “Thou shalt loye the Lord thy God 
with all thy might and with all thy strength and 
all thy mind, Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself. On these two commandments hang all 
the law and the prophets.” 

We are living today in a world divided by 
huge barriers. These barriers are man-made. 
They are not ordained of God. You may object 
that racial differences are not man-made but we 
still mainttain that our racial and biological dif- 
ferences were never ordained by God as bar- 
riers to the brotherhood of man. Some barriers 
are very ancient, Some are very recent, The 
most ancient barriers are doubtless religious. 
The Jew despised the Gentile not because of 
the difference in the shape of his nose or the 
color of his skin, but because he worshipped a 
different God. The prohibitition of mixed mar- 
riage was not due to any concept of racial 
superiority but to the fear of contaminating or 
paganizing the true worship of Jehovah, The 
prejudice of the Jew against the Samaritans in 
the time of Jesus was religious, not racial, 


The rise of race prejudice is more recent, In 
the art museums of Europe I saw some great 
paintings of the visit of the three wise-men to 
the manger of Bethlehem. In each instance one 
of the kings or wisemen was a black man, an 
Ethiopian, Mediaeval Christian thought did not 
recoil at the legend that the black race was in- 
cluded in the first group of Gentiles to worship 
the Christ-child in Bethlehem. Race prejudice 
had its genesis in the rise of imperialism and 
the exploitation of the more primitive races by 
the conquering and colonizing white people of 
Western Europe. 

Even more recent are the barriers of national- 
ism. The eight miles of barbed wire entangle- 
ments on the boundary between Poland and 
Russia was symbolic of the barriers men have 
erected against other nations. When the Ger- 
mans say: “Wo das Deutschtum endet da be- 
ginnt die Laus” (Where German culture ends 
there begins the louse) or the Russian equiva- 
lent: “We do not know where Poland is,” these 
nations are giving expression to a nationalistic 
prejudice against other people. 


Perhaps the most amazing expression of hu- 
man prejudice is the wave of anti-Semitism that 
is sweeping the world today. On the train to 
Warsaw I met a refined German-Jewish couple 
who had been given 12 hours to get out of 
Germany .They were leaving behind every- 
thing in Germany with only 10 marks in their 
pocket and going to a strange land where they 
did not know a soul. They pleaded with us with 
tears in their eyes to intercede for them with 
the American counsel ta permit them to enter 
America. On the boat I met a young Jewish 
woman who was thrown out of the police head- 
quarters in Prague where she had gone to get a 
permit to leave the country. On the same boat I 
met a distinguished nerve specialist from Vienna 
who was coming to America. He was 70 years 
old, the author of several books on nerye dis- 
orders. His only crime was that he was mar- 
ried to a Jewish wife. In Vienna I saw a long 
line of Jews waiting at the door of Baron Roth- 
schild to get help in leaving the country. Every 
day this line formed at 4 o’clock in the morning 
aud continued until dark. Here we see race 
prejudice at its worst. Such inhumanity and 
brutality cannot fail to bring down the judg- 
ment of a just and holy God. 


Our own country is disturbed by the problem 
of refugees. There is a great hue and cry that 
hordes are being dumped on our shores .»who 
threaten to take away our jobs and fill the 
ranks of our employed and add still more to 
the huge burden of public relief. But it appears 
from the records that the number of refugees 
that have found an asylum on our shores annu- 
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ally has been very small. Many of these are 
Christians as well as Jews. There is no one 
more concerned than I that our living standard 
should be maintained, None more concerned 
than I that every American citizen should have 
a job. But it comes with poor grace from us 
who are the children of refugees of former gen- 
erations to deny to others the asylum and the 
security that our forefathers so generously re- 
ceived. 


But thank God we worship a Saviour who has 
broken down the barriers once and for all by 
his sacrifice on Calvary. 


The Apostle Paul in his letter to the Ephe- 
sians reminds them that the old antagonism be- 
tween Jews and Gentiles had been swept away 
by their common loyalty to Christ. It was not 
easy for the Jews to accept Gentiles into their 
fellowship. The chasm was so deep, the preju- 
dice so bitter Paul was bitterly attacked be- 
cause he oreaclied the pospel to the Gentiles as 
well as the Jews. He was forced to defend him- 
self against these attacks again and again. But 
he stands his ground. It marked a new era in 
human relations when Paul declared for time 
and eternity: “In Christ there is no Jew nor 
Gentile, no free man and no slave, no male or 
female but all are one in Christ Jesus." That 
is the glorious gospel we are called to preach 
and to practice today. In a world filled with 
hate and prejudice we must proclaim the funda- 
mental truth of God, All prejudice because of 
race, color or creed is sinful. To deny our bond 
of brotherhood with the Jew, the Negro, the 
Japanese and the Chinese is to deny Christ. 
How can we claim the name that is above every 
name when we deny to certain people because of 
their color or their race, the right to work in 
our factories, to attend our schools, to belong 
to our clubs and to worship in our churches? 
By what kind of logic do we send missionaries to 
the negro in Africa and lynch negroes in Amer- 
ica? By what kind of logic do we send mission- 
aries to Japan and exclude the Japanese from 
our shores? It does not make sense. Brother- 
hood is not one thing in Asia and Africa and 
something else in America. No wonder that 
men are turning away from Christ in foreign 
lands when they discover how we treat alien 
groups here. If that is Christianity, they say, 
keep it at home. We'll not have it over here. 


It is a hopeful sign that we are coming to 
grips with this conventional hypocrisy in the 
Christian church, We are making slow and pain- 
ful progress but thank God we are making 
progress. Only three lynchings occurred last 
year—an all-time low since records have been 
kept. Of course we are still far behind non- 
Christian countries like Russia in this respect. 
Communists have this to their credit. They 
have never drawn the color line in Russia or in 
any other country, A few days ago the news- 
papers reported that the famous negro actor, 
Paul Robeson refused to give his volunteer 
service for Finnish Relief in a New York bene- 
fit performance. I do not know if Paul Robeson 
is a communist but I do know that he has been 
having his children educated in godless Russia 
where white boys and girls do not point their 
fingers at these little colored boys and call them 
“niggers”, 


Breaking down the barriers is a task for the 
home. Many of us must confess that we get 
our deepest prejudices implanted in the home. 
If the home will always inculcate the spirit of 
appreciation for the qualities and contributions 
of other people to our welfare and our comfort 
we would not so easily fall victim to vicious 
propaganda in later life. 


Breaking barriers is the task of the school 
and character-forming agencies, 1 glory in the 
international character of the Boy Scout Jam- 
borees that bring together boys from many 
countries to live together and As el together on 
the basis of world brotherhood. Breaking down 
barriers is the task of the church, When men 
like Father Coughlin stir up racial prejudice in 
the name of Christ they cause the wounds of 
Christ to bleed afresh. If the church repudiates 
and renounces brotherhood then the gospel of 
Christ is a mockery and a sham. 


But our chief difficulty is not believing in 
brotherhood, There is not a person here today 
who would not instantly affirm: I do believe in 
the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of 
Man. Our chief difficulty is translating broth- 
erhood into life, At times I am haunted by the 
sad face of a young rabbi in Budapest who 
spoke to us last summer. I had seen a young 
girl jump into the Danube River the night be- 
fore and that awful tragedy filled my mind as I 
listened to him speak. In quiet simple earnest- 
ness he told the story of the awful suffering of 
his people and he concluded his message with 
these words: “The attitude of the people in 
Western Europe and America is like that of a 
man sitting beside the river bank blowing smoke 
rings in the air as he puffs his cigar. Suddenly 
there is a cry for help. Someone has fallen into 
the river and is struggling for the shore. ‘Help! 
Help!’ he cries as he battles against the current 
that sucks him down, But the man on the river 
bank blows a beautiful smoke ring in his direc- 
tion and calmly says: ‘There my good fellow, 
take hold of that. You are blowing smoke 
rings with your empty words while my people 
perish in the flood.” 


We need more than words. We need action, 
action that speaks louder than words. One is 
your master, even Christ and ye are brethren. 


Many years ago I heard Reinhold Niebuhr 
preach in my little church in Cleveland, His 
words have burned themselves into my con- 
science and my creed. He told how all of us 
are bound together in the bundle of life and he 
closed with these words: “We can't be happy 
unless all are happy. We can’t be prosperous 
unless all are prosperous, We can’t be saved 
unless all are saved.” 


We are living in terrible days and the end is 
not yet. But I have faith to believe that out of 
the welter and the chaos of the present moment 
sha.ll rise a new social order, In the long long 
ago the walls of Jericho came tumbling down 
at the sound of the trumpets of the Lord. In 
some future day the man-made barriers of race 
and color and creed shall also come tumbling 
down before the hosts of Him who died that 
brotherhood might live forever in the hearts 
of men.

CHANGES NOTED IN BOYS’ FAITH 


Mercersburg Head Says Youth of Today Has Practical Interest in Religion 
By Dr. Boyd Edwards Headmaster, Mercersburg Academy 


What do boys in preparatory schools think 
about religion? How do they differ in that par- 
ticular from similar boys of a generation ago? 
In the experience of the writer at Andover and 
Williams a generation ago, our major emphasis 
was upon religious meetings and services, per 
se. If we brought a good speaker and persuaded 
our friends to come and hear him, then perhaps 
maintained some lively Bible study classes with 

‘additional interest in studying missions, we felt 
we had done a good job. We took the material 
adjustment involved in theological and philo- 
sophical reconstruction in our stride, but we 
didn't particularly dwell upon it. 


The preparatory schoolboy of today has both 
a more theoretical and a more practical interest 
in religion. He examines more intensely and 
keenly the philosophical thought and content of 
religion—and he wishes to do more about it in 
applying it to the affairs of actual life, 

For some years now the writer has asked 
thirty boys, representative of the whole group 
in Mercersburg Academy, each to recommend 
three sermon topics he personally would like to 
have treated by the visiting ministers of the 
Winter term. And it's amazing to find how 
those ninety or more suggestions always. crystal- 
lize about the same few major subjects. 


Some of Topics Selected 

For example, the topics chosen for this year 
are: (1) Christianity and Totalitarianism; (2) 
Peace: How We Can Maintain It; (3) Advanc- 
ing World Unity in Religion; (4) How Keep 
Faith in God and Our Fellows; (5) The Essen- 
tials of Christianity; (6) The Basis of Democ- 
racy: the Fatherhood of God, the Brotherhood 
of Man, and (7) The Basic Harmony of Science 
and Theology, 


In a day when outstanding men of public 
leadership in the democracies of the world are 
emphasizing the vital contribution which re- 
ligion makes—and which religion alone can 
make—to democracy at its spring, these tokens 
of the interest of youth in thinking religion 
through and in living it out are most promising. 
So long as our boys preparing for college reveal 
such vital questionings, seek such clarifying an- 
swers, and offer such personal and organized 
service, we may feel that we are getting ready 
in them what the world needs. For what the 
world needs is intellectual honesty, social sym- 
pathy and ethical fidelity—in a word, good 
sportsmanship, the greatest contribution of 
school days to manhood years.

UNPRECEDENTED GENEROSITY 


The Federal Council has received a check for 
$125,000 for the relief of Christian Refugees 
from the United Jewish Appeal for Refugees 
and Overseas Needs, The Council has allocated 
$5,000 for assistance to German Christian Refu- 
gees having visas which will expire soon; $5,000 
for Christian Refugees now in temporary camps 
or in transit in neutral countries; $15,000 to the 
American Friends Service Committee; and $100,- 
000 to the American Committee for Christian 
Refugees, The Council expressed to the United 
Jewish Appeal its deep appreciation “for the 
gencrous and unprecedented action.” 


THE ROOSEVELT PEACE MOVEMENT 
AND THE VATICAN 


The Executive Committee of the Federal 
Council at its first meeting since the appoint- 
ment to the Vatican of a personal enyoy by the 
President declared: “If the appointment should 
unfortunately prove a corner-stone to a_ per- 
manent diplomatic relationship, we should feel 
obliged in good conscience to oppose it, as a 
violation of the principle of separation of gov- 
ernmental function and religious function, which 
is a basic American policy and which both his- 
tory and conscience approve, and as an ultimate 
injury to all faiths. 

We assume, however, unless events disprove 
us, that the appointment is strictly temporary, 
unofficial, and centrally concerned with efforts 
for world peace. We can see ways in which it 
may help to bring peace and to avert wholesale 
bloodshed and a continuing disaster to civiliza- 
tion. 

We pledge ourselves again to work with all 
faiths and with all men of good will for a just 
and enduring peace.”

Nine Day Chunk Pickles 
Mrs. L. Dannenberg 

Put large pickles in salt water three days, 
have brine strong enough to float an egg. Put 
in fresh water three days, changing water every 
day. Remove from fresh water and cut in 
chunks and boil in weak yinegar for one hour, 
Put in a piece of alum the size of a walnut for 
each hundred pickles. Drain and make syrup 
of three pounds of white sugar, 3 pints of cider 
vinegar, 1 ounce of allspice, 1 ounce of cinna- 
mon (whole), 1 ounce celery seed and a few 
whole cloves to every seven pounds of cut 
pickles. Boil syrup one hour and pour over 
pickles, Repeat this for three days and then let 
all come to boil and can hot. Put spices in bag 
and boil with syrup each day.

The recipe calls for 1 quart of salt instead 
of 1 cup.

WHAT DID THE TEST PROVE? 


By Pastor Incognitus 


I am the pastor of a church which is reported 
as having a successful Sunday school. We are 
organized departmentally with graded lessons, 
modern records, and separate rooms for most 
of the classes. We have a regular, well attended 
meeting of the religious education council which 
consists of the teachers and officers of the 
school. Some of the council attend the annual 
leadership training school furnished by the state 
Sunday school association, The faithfulness of 
the superintendent, other officers, and teachers 
is far above what I believe to be the average in 
the churches. We have an annual daily vacation 
school. The scholars are regular and remain 
with us longer than in many schools—until col- 
lege or marriage do us part. We have almost 
one hundred per cent development into the full 
membership of our church, I believe that our 
Sunday school is worth much to the church and 
to the development of the Christian qualities in 
the lives of those who attend regularly. 

I have a splendid class of young people—high 
school boys and girls. Their attendance is regu- 
Jar and their interest seems to be sustained. | 
learn much from them, This class has come to 
me through the other classes of the school. Al- 
most all of them have been members of some 
such school since early childhood. Only one has 
attended as few years as six. Recently we took 
a lesson period for a quiz on simple facts about 
the Bible. They answered the best they could 
and by previous agreement did not sign their 
names, At the next meeting of the church school 
council we tried the same quiz, 

Here are the questions read to them and an- 
swered in writing: 


1. How many books are there in the Bible?

Bible?

10. In what town was Jesus born? 

11. In what town did Jesus live as a boy?

13. How many apostles did Jesus have? 

14. What did Judas do? 

15. Was Paul one of the original apostles? 

16. What government was in power at the 
time of Jesus? 

17. Where is Palestine? 


In the utmost humility [ give the result of the 
quiz. In the case of the pupils: Not one ques- 
tian was answered correctly by all. The average 
mark was 60) per cent; the lowest 41; the high- 
est 82, and this by the one who had been in a 
school for the shortest time, Several answered 
number 1 with “I don’t know.” They were the 
only ones correct on that. The result with the 
pupils was a request from the class for a series 
of aeons covering simple knowledge about the

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even more appalling. Three questions only (7, 
13 and 14) were answered correctly by all, The 
average mark was 78 per cent; the lowest 35; 
only one 100 per cent, Only that one answered 
number 1 correctly, The later reaction from 
the council was—nothing! 


It is only fair to say that there is only one 
college graduate on the church school council 
and that not many of the others finished high 
school. Unavoidable conditions have been against 
their secular education. Most of them have been 
in some church school as student or teacher for 
many years. They are a thoroughly consecrated 
group of people. They have somehow meant 
much to the pupils in their charge. I do not an- 
nounce the result of this quiz for their humilia- 
tion or to show their ignorance of the Bible, 
They are, I sincerely believe, not at all under 
the average leader in ability and preparation 
for teaching in the church at large. 


How can it be possible for the students of my 
school to average any higher with our teachers? 
They are not only the best, but all there are. 
Had we better make our school smaller, discon- 
tinue it altogether, or what? How can we ex- 
pect to hold the best of our students if only 
two-thirds of the leaders made the average of 
the pupils? Is our school a complete failure 
when so many simple facts are evidently un- 
known by teachers and pupils? How much 
more Christian would my young people be if 
they had all scored one hundred? 


If confession is good for the soul, mine is in 
much better condition at this point.

»J« HENRY F. ALBRECHT 


On Thursday, February 29th, at six o'clock in 
the evening Henry F. Albrecht fell asleep in 
Jesus at the Strong Memorial Hospital. At the 
close of day as the sun was setting his spirit 
passed from labor to refreshment, His pilgrim- 
age had ended. His work was done. He entered 
into “that rest that remaineth for the children 
of God.” 

Mr. Albrecht was born in Germany on Febru- 
ary 25th, 1869, As a mere lad he came to this 
country and immediately began working in 
Bausch & Lomb Company where he remained 
until his death, for more than 57 years. His 
connection with Salem Church also dates back 
to the first Sunday after his arrival in Roches- 
ter, During these 57 years his life was centered 
around these two great loyalties, the Bausch & 
Lomb Company and Salem Church. 

Mr. Albrecht gave to every trust and respon- 
sibility, large and small, the full measure of his 
devotion and strength. He never spared him- 
self. He counted it his greatest honor to be 
found worthy to serve in the house of the Lord. 


During his long association with Salem Church 


i 


he served for 57 years in the Sunday School as 
teacher and later as superintendent of the 
school. During the past few years he served as 
Assistant Superintendent and as member of the 
Board of Education, 


Mr. Albrecht’s service on the Church Council 
extends back 37 years to 1902. During this time 
he has been president of the congregation from 
1926 to 1930. Since 1930 he has been chairman 
of the Board of Elders. 


For many years Mr. Albrecht has served as 
Treasurer of the Church Benevolence Fund. He 
brought to this office a high sense of responsi- 
bility for the church's obligation to do its share 
in the larger work of the Kingdom of God. 
Never were contributions for missions and be- 
nevolences sent more promptly and joyfully than 
the many thousands of dollars which Mr. Al- 
brecht forwarded to the world-wide task of the 
Christian Church, 

His interest extended beyond his church into 
the Christian work of the community. He was an 
ardent supporter of the Church Federation and 
for many years Secretary of the Board of Man- 


hm 
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agers for the St. John’s Home for the Aged. On 
frequent occasions he represented the New York 
District at the meetings of the General Confer- 
ence. He was formerly a member of the Board 
of Foreign Missions and at the time of his 
death a member of the General Council of the 
Evangelical Synod. 

Mr. Albrecht is mourned by his devoted wife, 
Clara Merz Albrecht, by one daughter, Clara, 
one son, George, 3 grandchildren, two sisters, 
Mrs. De Forest L. McWhorter and Mrs. George 
F. Greutman. 

We shall miss the warm handclasp, the friendly 
smile, and the consecrated leadership of this 
saintly servant of God in our midst. His ex- 
ample was ever an encouragement to more earn- 
est Christian living. His devotion to his church 
made real to us the testimony of the psalmist, 

“T love the habitation of thy house and the 
place where thy glory dwelleth.” 


For all the saints who from their labors rest, 
Who Thee by faith before the world confessed, 
Thy name, O Jesus, be forever blest.

THE ALTAR OF THE BROKEN SWORD 
Sermon by the 
Reverend Paul M. Schroeder, D.D. 
“They that take the sword shall perish by the 
sword.” Matt. 26:52. 


Last summer it was my privilege to visit 
Europe with the Sherwood Eddy Seminar. One 
of the high spots of our stay in England was 
our visit to the ancient cathedral of Canterbury, 
built more than 1,000 years ago. Over the en- 
trance of the cathedral there is imbedded pieces 
of a broken sword. This bit of symbolism was 
placed in the mortar above the huge door to 
commemorate an important event, namely, the 
murder of Thomas a Becket as he was kneeling 
before the altar in prayer, “According to the 
story, this courageous man of God dared to defy 
the efforts of Henry IL to dominate and enslave 
the church. Because two knights overheard their 
king say in a fit of impatience, “I wish I were 
rid of that pestilent fellow,” they rode to Can- 
terbury and set upon the holy man as he was 
kneeling at prayer. As the archbishop struggled 
with his attackers, the sword that had pierced 
and wounded the prelate mortally was knocked 


from the hand of the attacker and broken as it’ 


fell upon the stone pavement, That broken

sword symbolized to the people of that day the 
power of the spirit over the power of the flesh; 
the triumph of truth over evil; the triumph of 
God over the powers of darkness. They have 
named that altar in the church the altar of the 
broken sword and it became for many centuries 
a miracle-working shrine, 


That broken sword was to me symbolic of the 
history of the church of God. It spoke to me of 
the stern command of Jesus to Simon Peter, 
“Put up thy sword for they that take the sword 
shall perish by the sword,” It spoke to me of 
that glorious promise given to us in the Word 
of God. This is the victory that overcometh the 
world. Even our faith, 


Consider the church through the centuries. It 
began in infamy and shame, Its symbol was the 
cross, an instrument of death, reserved for the 
most abandoned and outcast malefactors and 
enemies of the state. To Pilate this poor thorn- 
crowned carpenter of Galilee was just another 
troublesome Jew. Balzac tells a story of how 
Pontius Pilate was visited by a friend from 
Judea in his last years when he lived in exile 
and disgrace, He was trying to recall to mem- 
ory of this callous old Roman, the incident of 
Jesus’ crucifixion and death, “Jesus of Nazar- 
eth” said Pontius Pilate, racking his memory, 
“Jesus of Nazareth, strange,” said he, “I cannot 
remember the name.” But history remembers 
Jesus, but Pontius Pilate would be forgotten, 
utterly forgotten, except for his brief connec- 
tion with Jesus. 

We are living today in serious times. The 
flames of war are lighted again in Europe and 
who knows whether or not our own country will 
again be engulfed in this awful catastrophe of 
dislocation and destruction, In Europe proud 
dictators are again challenging the ancient 
truth that they who take the sword will perish 
by the sword. They have torn down the tem- 
ples of the Lord in Russia or turned them into 
anti- religious museums, In the most holy spot 
in all Russia facing the Red Square they have 
set up, the watchword of Communism—"Re- 
ligion is the opiate of the people.” In other 
lands they have set up strange gods in the 
temples of Jehovah, the gods of nationalism, 
the gods of blood and soil, the gods of racism 
and ruthless power, The man-god has arisen to 
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challenge the God-man and to drive him from 
the throne forever, 

In a prison camp languishes a faithful God- 
fearing pastor. His name is Martin Niemoeller. 
His. only crime is that he refused to worship 
the man-god instead of the God-man_ Jesus 
Christ. He cannot see his children. He can 
have no books, not even the Holy Bible. His 
wife may visit him for a few minutes only once 
a month. But a German pastor told me that the 
guard that had Martin Niemoeller in charge 
came one day to the superintendent of the 
prison camp and said, “You can do with me what 
you will but I stand by Niemoeller.”. When 
history will be written one hundred years from 
now, whose name will stand out in golden let- 
ters in the hearts of men? Will it be Hitler or 
Niemoeller? You know the answer. The altar 
of the broken sword will stand amid the wrecks 
of time as the only hope of salvation in this 
world and in the world to come, 


It is time to ask ourselves the question. What 
are the goals we are seeking in and through 
the church of Christ? A great deal of con- 
fusion in our thought and action arises from 
our lack of distinction between ends and means, 
goals and methods, Ends are constant, means 
are variable, goals abide, methods change. 

The danger confronting any society or insti- 
tution is to accept means as goals. The great 
tragedy of modern totalitarianism is that 
whereas their goals have been admirable, their 
means haye been abominable, What do they 
want in totalitarian states such as Russia and 
Germany and Italy today? Their goals are a 
classless society, economic, social and political 
security for all. That is admirable, But to at- 
tain these goals the dictators employ terrorism, 
regimentation, ruthlessness, wholesale execu- 
tions and vast concentration camps, This is but 
temporary, they tell you in Russia. But it is 
not. It is continuous, Russia has had three dis- 
tinct purges when, not hundrels, but millions 
were slaughtered to achieve their goals. 

We in the Christian church have made the 
same mistake in another direction. We have 
confused and mistaken means for ends. We 
haye said for example: The goal of the church 
is a warless world, universal peace. Peace at 
any price! Since the last war we have passed 
thousands of resolutions to outlaw war but 
here we have another war which threatens to 
be more terrible than the last. I asked Dr. 
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Keller in Geneya last summer, “Must a Chris- 
tian be a pacifist?” He smiled and said, “Paci- 
fism is a beautiful ideal but it won’t work in the 
kind of a world in which we live. When we find 
ourselves confronted by demonic, satanic forces 
there can be only one answer, Resist the devil!” 

The goals of the church must be absolute 
and unchanging as the spirit of Christ who is 
the same yesterday, today, and for ever. 

What does Christ mean to a confused and 
bewildered world? What are the foundations 
of the church that cannot be shaken? The 
goals for which Jesus died on the cross are 
absolute and eternal. For us the sacredness of 
personality is an absolute of the Christian faith. 

Human values are first, always first, in the 
Kingdom of God. Whatever degrades human 


personality is evil, whatever enriches human 
personality is good. The word of Jesus still 
stands. How much is man more than a sheep? 


There is joy in heaven over one sinner that re- 
penteth, 

Another goal is justice. It was a great insight 
recorded in the first book of the Bible. Shall 
not the judges of all the earth do right? The 
church must eternally protest against the op- 
pression and the exploitation of the weak anid 
helpless by the strong and mighty. The ery of 
Amos is an eternay cry. “Let justice roll down 
like waters, and righteousness as a mighty 
stream, 

The goal of the church is brotherhood, We 
Christians must face and accept the principle : 
“One is your Master and ye are brothers.” 
Racial prejudice, anti-semitism, discrimination 
and segregation are wrong, eternally wrong in 
the sight of God. 

We can sum it all up by saying the goal of 
the church ts Christ. The lines are clearly 
drawn. It is Christ or Caesar. It is the spirit of 
Christ against the sword of the world. Too 
long have we temporized and compromised with 
the spirit of the world. The seriousness of the 
hour admonishes us that we must accept Christ 
now. Some day it may be too late. 


What must we do? Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Choose ye this day whom ye will serve. 

This is the hour of rededication at the altar 
of the broken sword, to the faith that alone can 
save the world, “They that take the sword shall 
perish by the sword,” but “he that doeth the 
will of God abideth forever.”

IS WAR EVER JUSTIFIABLE? 

(A recent debate held in the Young People’s 
Department on the question “Is War Ever 
Justifiable?” attracted so much attention that 
we have requested the speakers to give us the 
gist of their talks for publication in the Outlook. 

The affirmative argument is given by Mr. Ed- 
ward DeRoo this week. Next week we shall 
give the negative answer to the question by 
Miss June Baetzel.) 

War in self-defense is justifiable. War in self- 
defense is excusable, War in self-denfense is 
natural and noble. To fortify these statements 
we must seek to answer the basic question, “Is 
self-defense right or wrong?” To prove his 
point the Christian pacifist will turn to the Bible. 
He will point out such quotations as “Thou shalt 
not kill” and “Whosoever shall smite thee on 
thy right cheek, turn to him the other also.” Lf 
we continue our Biblical research, we also find, 
“Glory to God in the highest and on earth peace, 
good will toward men” and “Thou, child shalt 
he called the Prophet of the Highest—to guide 
our feet into the way of peace,” and also “His 
name shall be called the Prince of Peace.” But 
if we scan the pages further, we find, “The Lord 
is a man of war,” “Blessed be the Lord, my 
strength, which teacheth my hands to war, and 
my fingers to fight,” “Think not that I am come 
to send peace on earth: I came not to send 
peace, but a sword,” “I am come to send fire on 
the earth,” “He that hath no sword, let him sell 
his garment and buy one—for the things con- 
cerning me have an end.” As we think back over 
the life history of Jesus of Nazareth, we recall 
the Prince of Peace coming back into the city, 
slowly entering the temple which sounded like 
a market place, Jooking about with fire flashing 
from his eyes, using a cord as a whip, driving 
the merchants from the house of worship, over- 
turning their tables and throwing their money 
upon the ground. We find Jesus fighting for 
wholesome ideals, for ideals which he believed 
were righteous. Hence we find more quotations 
from the Book approving war than we find 
condemning it. We find the Prince of Peace not 
as a passive personality but as an active re- 
sister. Now since we are of logical minds I do 
not want to claim the Bible on the side of war. 
But we can draw an important conclusion, Since 
the Bible is of a contradictory and paradoxical 
nature, and since there are as many interpreta- 
tions as there are stars in the sky, it seems 
rather ridiculous that either a pacifist or a mili- 
tarist should base any proof on the Book of the 
Ages. Do not misunderstand this point. [ do 
not ridicule the Bible, I merely point out that 
upon this question of the right or wrong of selfi- 
defense, the Bible is not the least bit enlighten- 
ing, We must turn to other sources. We must 
turn to logic and common sense. If we observe 
jature and her work, we find that the bee has a 
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stinger, the snake has fangs, the cat family is 
most dexterous with its claws, and the dogs use 
their sharp teeth and vicious snout to a most 
defensive advantage. Looking at man who is 
still quite a part of nature, we find that he is 
ready to resist anything or anyone that threat- 
ens either himself or his loved ones, or those 
ideals and institutions which lay very close to 
his heart. If I were to come down from this 
platform and strike any one of you, you would 
be naturally inclined to strike back. It is as 
natural an instinct for man to defend himself 
as it is for him to propagate his race, or to seek 
food when he’s hungry. 

Let us examine the philosophy of “turn thy 
other cheek.” The philosophy is of passiveness 
and non-resistance, This philosophy implies in- 
activeness and stagnation, It implies that man 
should not struggle for anything, but rather 
sheepishly await his fate. It implies that I 
should not be defending this argument this very 
morning. It implies that man should not strive 
for progress and finally, it substitutes death for 
life. The resister obeys the law of life and the 
non-resister obeys the law of death. Man has a 
right to defend himself and his loved ones. 
Man is justified to fight in defense of his home 
and country, to free the slaves, He is justified 
in fighting against tyranny, aggression, and op- 
pression. In short, when one fights for freedom, 
he is fighting a good war, The Prolitariats 
had right on their side when they warred against 
the nobles in the French Revolution, The colo- 
nies were justified in revolting against England 
in 1776, Abraham Lincoln acted rightly by de- 
claring civil war against the secessionists to save 
the Union, The Poles and the Finns are quite 
correct in attempting to hold off the aggressors 
of Europe in the present day. Can you blame 
them for defending themselves against murder- 
ers and international gangsters? Can you blame 
them? It is quite true that might does not make 
right; but might on the side of right is a dif- 
ferent story. 

I too cherish the hope that some day armies 
will not be necessary, that some day the true 
spirit of brotherhood shall reign; but until that 
day comes let us not see the world as in a 
dream. We cannot live entirely upon ideals in 
the world of an eye for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth. We cannot fool ourselves into seeing a 
Kingdom of God in this world of thieves, ma- 
rauders, murderers, bandits, enslavers, and tyr- 
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annical despots, We must face the world as it 
really is, not as we hope it is. The ultimate 
pacifist cries, “Let us abolish the army of the 
United States. Let us discourage extensive 
armament.” My friends, as long as our army 
stands but to defend American citizens and pro- 
tect the nation from those menaces which 
threaten the very foundation of the government, 
as long as the army does not aggress and en- 
slave, it is merely active as a police force on a 
large scale. Take that police force away! Sup- 
pose that we took the police force away from 
the city of Rochester. Suppose that we de- 
pended upon the spirit of good fellowship and 
brotherly love in this fair community. Chaos 
would reign in a day! Thieves, cutthroats, and 
burglars would immediately rise up in large 
numbers. No life would be safe, no home secure. 
In the same way that we need a police force in 
our city, we also need a police force for our 
country in relationship with the rest of the 
world. 

Some pacifists wish the justice of the world 
controlled by international laws. Something 
similar to the League of Nations and the World 
Court. These are splendid ideas. But again, to 
carry out the laws, the members must combine 
their armed forces to act as the policeman’s 
night stick. The laws would be so much scrap 
paper without the army behind them. 

Since the world is as it is, the army of the 
United States should be large enough, and mod- 
ern enough to successfully oppose any foreign 
power or group of foreign powers. The expan- 
sion of our army is justifiable in the light of 
self-defense. It is not a day dream to conceive 
of this nation being attacked, That Atlantic 
Ocean, which was once thought so wide, is, to- 
day, but another English Channel. The United 
Stats has enemies and plenty of them. Many 
governments would dance with glee if our 
precious system of democracy fell to ruin, As 
citizens of the United States I tell you this: 
you are justified to bear arms against any nation 
that attempts to take away the freedom and 
liberty, with which you as Americans are blessed. 
You have a right to war against any nation that 
threatens your home and family. If you re- 
member nothing else from this discussion, may 
you never forget that to fight as an oppressor 
is ignoble, cruel, and infamous; but to fight in 
self-defense is noble, natural, worthy, and 
righteous. Edward DeRoo.

1S WAR JUSTIFIABLE? 


The negative argument of a debate held in 
the Young People’s Department recently on the 
question “Is War Ever Justifiable?” 


It is always a good policy in beginning a dis- 
cussion like to this to define terms; so that we all 
understand each other, The question: “Is war 
justifiable?" sends us to the dictionary for the 
exact meaning of “justifiable.” I looked it up, 
and found several meanings which I read to 
you, in the hope that you will try to think of 
them in the light of discovering one which might 
apply to war. Here they are: 

Justifiable : 

a)shown to conform to spiritual law 

b) Capable of being called righteous 

c) Shown to be reasonable in action or judg- 
ment 


Now that our terms are clear, I turn to the 


arguments proving that was is not justifiable 
in any event. 

1. My first argument is nothing more than a 
question, which I shall ask you without making 
any kind of answer myself. I just offer it as my 
first argument, and invite vou to think about it 
in some spare moment—if not now. Here it is: 
Can you think of any evil, individual or col- 
lective, that is greater than or is even as great 
as war? or Can you think of any evil, no matter 
how | pernicious, which is not itself included in 
war! 

2, Secondly, and I think that no matter how 
many arguments one can pile up against war, 
this is the most fundamental—war is not justi- 
fiable because it destroys mankind, Where are 
all your massive skyscrapers, your priceless art 
treasures, your schools and education, your 
churches, your Wagnerian operas and your 
Benny Goodman’s swing if you take away man? 
Any individual who is alive, glad to be alive, is 
keenly interested in the products of human 
effort; and vitally concerned with human per- 
sonality itself does not live his life as if he were 
a lonely blot of protoplasm isolated somewhere 
away from the other blots, He sees himself an 
integral part of the great process which is civili- 
zation, As part of the “universal man,” he can- 
not reconcile his existence or his beliefs with 
the mass destruction which is war. You don’t 
have to be a pacifist, or a conscientious ob- 
jector, or, even a Christian to see that the ex- 
istence of war in the world eventually means 
the destruction of the world. You just have to 
be an ordinary human being with a minimum 
amount of common sense. But, and this is where 
most of us go haywire, you have to train your- 
self to hate war consistently! You have to be- 
lieve war is just as much of a menace today 
when France, or England, or Finland, or Amer- 
ica is fighting as it was yesterday when Italy, or 
Germany, or Japan, or Russia was fighting. 
You cannot condemn German youth for having 
the cruelty to kill a Czech, and simultaneously 
think it perfectly alright for you or any of your 
American friends to murder German youth with 
equal indifference. Besides, even if you thought 
it right, could you emotionally reach the point 
where, without a qualm, you could flick a finger 
and cause the death of hundreds of people? 
There is certainly nothing justifiable or humane 
about a system which turns man back from the 
position to which it has taken him over two 
thousand years to climb, to the very beginning, 
when he was nothing but a beast. 

3. But, [ feel you are thinking, “yes, we agree 
with you, war is a terrible thing. It is expensive 
from both a financial and a human point of 
view. But isn’t it sometimes necessary?” Don’t 
we have to prevent dictatorships, like the Hitler 
regime from overrunning the world? Don’t 
you have to meet the tremendous war threat 
presented by the dictatorships with an equal 
threat? Can democracy be defended without 
recourse to war? Don’t you have to anticipate 
the day when America might conceivably have 
to be defended? These questions are all pretty 
realistic and close to home, but the answer still 
is NO. Examine the facts: 


1. Does war accomplish anything? 
We helped the Allies to try to save the world

for democracy twenty years ago. But history 
has shown that, though the idea was a fine one, 
we didn’t have the right method! We fought 
war with war. We didn’t see the simple truth 
that the means determine the end! I always 
like the story Kirby Page tells to illustrate this 
point. He says, imagine yourself a man stroll- 
ing down a street, who suddenly sees a house 
on fire, The house is blazing, and a long line of 
men is feverishly at work in a bucket brigade 
trying to put out the fire, One of the men 
shouts, “Come on. Get a bucket, get a bucket, 
for heaven’s sake. Help us put out this fire!" 
Are you in your enthusiasm to help stamp out 
this fire, going to grab a bucket without looking 
to see that, instead of there being water in the 
bucket, there is oil? The means determine the 
end. Let’s first be sure what means we are 
using. This present conflict is nothing strange. 
This war is the inevitable product of the way 
nations and men have been living and dealing 
with each other for the past few decades. When 
Farmer Brown sows poor seed in the spring, he 
doesn’t expect anything but poor corn in the 
fall. That's the way the laws of nature work. 
But we sow the seeds of unrest, political in- 
trigue, economic collapse, injustice and war; 
and expect in the fall to reap a harvest of good- 
will, successful treaties, satisfied minorities, and 
permanent peace! You can't do it that way! 
War breeds nothing but more war, 


2. Can you_ defend America, which is a de- 
mocracy, by fighting for it? Here again, the 
answer is NO because to defend a democracy 
through armed might is to first create a dic- 
tatorship, and then where are you? Many of 
us here remember the last war. Was America 
in war time her former democratic self? Can 
any democracy with its basic thesis of indi- 
vidual freedom, and its elaborate machinery to 
assure its exercise be defended by an armed 
force where the watchword is discipline, “Do 
as you're told,” “Obey orders.” Could you call 
England and France democracies at this mo- 
ment? Every man, every industry, every trans- 
portation facility, every resource is subject to 
the state’s use. And, if you think that things 
would be any different in the United States, 
glance at any article explaining the plans of the 
Nayy and War Departments for Mobilization 
Day and thereafter, This is all military dic- 
tatorship, established for emergency times; but 
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once the war is over, could this shell of democ- 
racy with its chaos of death, disease, corrupted 
morals, destroyed property, economic depres- 
sion, debt, and unemployed immediately assume 
its old form of government? Democracy works 
slowly, through deliberation, and thought, and 
long senate filibusters? It would be argued that 
the dictatorship would have to be continued for 
“a few months” after the war to straighten 
things out quickly, And, who can be sure that 
this emergency government would not take ad- 
vantage of its power and gradually establish it- 
self permanently? Then where would your De- 
mocracy be, even if it won the war? 


I hope I have shown that only dictatorships 
can exist on a diet of war. Democracies need 
peace or they cannot work. America can only 
be defended through constructive means, taken 
now, to show the world that we are sincere in 
our desire for peace. The difficulty which Cham- 
berlain and Daladier had at Munich was that 
their respective countries had waited too long 
to deal justly with Germany, They had seen 
the train coming far in the distance, but hadn't 
the sense to throw the switch until it was too 
late to avoid the crash. We must start now. 
wish I might have time to discuss some of the 
ways the United States can build for true peace, 
It seems futile to refute one method without 
giving any others, but there are others which 
you may read, or which can be presented by 
the pastor or by some other speaker in the 
future, if you should care to hear them, 


I have here a short paragraph from one of 
the year's best sellers, “Wind, Sand and Stars,” 
a book describing the experiences of a French 
aviator whose chief concern is his interest in 
people, I should like to read it to you. It is his 
condemnation of war: “The day is gone when 
men sent life coursing through the veins of a 
race by the sacrifices of a little blood. War 
carried on by gas and bombing is no longer 
war; it is a kind of bloody surgery. Each side 
settles down behind a concrete wall and finds 
nothing better to do than to send forth, night 
after uight, squadrons of planes to bomb the 
guts of the other side, blow up its factories, 
paralyze its production, and abolish its trade, 
Such a war is wou by him who rots the last— 
hut in the end, both rot together.”

“Jesus saith ...., IT am the way, the truth, 
and the life... .” John 14:6. 

Tf I were a fortune-teller, looking into my 
crystal ball what would I see of my future? 
Will I be the type of person my church and 
parents will be proud of? All of these things 
depend upon my having the will-power and 
ability to make wise decisions. I am rapidly 
approaching a time when there will be many 
serious decisions to make, It will be a time 
when they will have to be mine, not my parents’. 


My life must be a good life that will reflect 
the worth of the Christian ideals which I have 
been taught. I will have to choose a vocation 
that will help me lead this fine life. Even now 
when most people consider me too young to 
know my own mind I have very set ideas about 
my future, Lots of people no doubt would say 
they are big and impossible. 

I would like nothing better than to help re- 
lieve this world of its heavy burden of race 
prejudice. To me it seems wholly uncalled for. 
In church we learn that all men were created by 
God and in His sight are equal; therefore why 
should one man set himself up as better than 
another simply because he happens to be a dif- 
ferent color? 

Religious differences also cause much un- 
necessary friction between peoples. Of course 
people of different religions never stop to think 


that Jewish, Protestant, and Catholic religions 
all haye the same historical roots and that they 
all worship the same God. A few weeks ago 
three men came to our school, One was Father 
Vogt, one was Reverend Burr, and the other 
was Rabbi Bernstein. Each represented a dif- 
ferent religion, Catholic, Protestant, and Jew- 
ish; furthermore, to make it more unusual, the 
priest was German, the minister English, and 
the Rabbi Jewish. To me in these troubled 
times it was a heart-warming sight, 

Many people will agree that newspapers do 
much in forming public opinion, thus the news- 
paper will be my weapon in the war against 
race prejudice. [It probably will be many years 
before this dream is realized however, and per- 
haps it may never be a reality but I am never- 
theless preparing myself for the slow hard climb 
up the ladder of fortune. 

There are other vocations of course that ap- 
peal to me, [ would also like to be a war cor- 
respondent or a secret service woman; however, 
these occupations do not offer as much oppor- 
tunity to fulfill my dreams as that of a journalist. 

When you and I were young children the 
church was always the place for parties and 
good times. We always went to church on Sun- 
days and many of us still do; however when 
some get to the age when their best beau keeps 
them out too late Saturday night it is too much 
work to get up Sunday morning in time for 
church, The first Sunday they probably feel a 
bit sheepish about it, and the next Sunday it is 
probably easier to do, till finally they begin to 
lose all contact with church. Two hours on 
Sunday morning out of one hundred and sixty- 
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eight in a week to me doesn't seem to be asking 
a lot of people. Of course there are the well- 
known lame excuses such as, “I can’t get up 
that early,” or “My dinner will burn.” These 
however do not alter the fact that many people 
that should be in church Sunday mornings are 
home. 

It seems like a very empty statement to say 
that I will never do a thing like that but I can 
say that I believe if a person makes an honest 
and determined effort to do it, it can be done. 

A certain amount of every person's salary be- 
longs to the church, that we all know; how- 
ever this does not mean to give a large amount 
of money to the church without the proper feel- 
ing or spirit behind it. The Lord said, “It is 
more blessed to give than to receive,” and I be- 
lieve it should make a young person very proud 
of himself to say that he has been able to put 
money into the offering plate that he earned 
himself, 

It would indeed be very interesting to look 
into the future but as that is impossible the 
best we can do is to make plans and start to 
mold our lives into that of a Christian's life. 
Jesus led a very fine life and of course every- 
one can not lead a life such as his but it is pos- 
sible to mold one’s life after his. 

With the teachings of and faith in our Lord 
and His Son Jesus to guide us through the 
whirlpools and treacherous seas of life, we, the 
youth of today, will make fine, uprighteous, and 
Christian citizens of tomorrow.

The horrid truth 
was that the two border cities, facing each 
other across an international frontier simply 
couldn't raise a cannon between them, They 
had just never got around to providing them- 
selves with such a thing. Report has it that 
Windsor had to send post-haste to Kingston 
for the necessary noisemaker. The moral of 
the friendly border has been drawn often and 
long in the past few eventful weeks of our his- 
tory. But a new and concrete example of an old 
an familiar truth, the Windsor-Detroit dilemma 
would be hard to beat, It deserves to be in- 
scribed in the annals of both countries and laid 
up in their respective archives forever. Such a 
border incident could not have arisen on any 
other frontier on the whole map of the globe.

(Note: The following editorial appearing in 
a newspaper in San Pedro regarding the school 
there has been forwarded to Pastor Schroeder 
by Miss Bechtold.) 

Tonight we have seen and appreciated the 
worth of the simple but significant program 
with which the Evangelical School of this city 
terminated its present school year. 

While we were listening to songs, composi- 
tions, dialogues, allegories, one obsession took 
possession of our spirit. This obsession is of 
such magnitude that, upon returning home, after 
admiring the beautiful handwork and faithful 
work of the pupils, we cannot do otherwise than 
make our thoughts known, 

Tearing away the veil from the past, taking 
flight backward to the beginnings of the present 
century, our memory vividly recalls the tollow- 
ing scene: Lost in the recesses of a beautiful, 
rugged table-land of our mountains, in the pic- 
ture where predominates the emerald green of 
the meadow, which, like that of the cultivated 
park, extends in all directions, a humble little 
Honduran village appears, There is but one 
single mud-plastered house, partly whitewashed; 
it is the home of our uncle, a cheerful robust 
man, of ruddy complexion, who always called 
our mother “The Lady, my Sister.” Scattered 
here and there, a few little houses covered with 
tiles and a few more humble huts,—that's all. 

The years pass; we pass from childhood to 
adolescence. Soon we go throngh the struggle 
of the student. We leave our country, and only 
after some twenty years later do we return to 
look upon that little village lost in our moun- 
tains. What a contrast! The humble mountain 
village has disappeared, In its place we find a 


well established town with permanent and beau- 
tiful buildings and straight, paved streets. We 
count, in great surprise, almost fifty new houses 
under construction. 

We note the cleanliness, sobriety, amiability, 
good habits of the inhabitants. Every one seems 
busy and dedicated to his work. What a fine 
impression! 

The hulls that were; The Sweet Name which 
arises. (Name of the town is Dulce Nombre, 
meaning Sweet Name). 

Intrigued by such a transformation, consider- 
ing the fact that the old towns of the northern 
part of the Department of Copan had scarcely 
been able to preserve their former rank in this 
lapse of time, we ask ourselves: “What? Who 
has worked this miracle?” 

After ripe and serene reflection, we can surely 
reply: “A woman small of stature, lively, active 
in spite of her suffering ‘a-la-Roosevelt. This 
woman is the soul of her town. She is a loving 
mother, physician of soul and body, advisor, 
directress of every one, She takes care of them 
when they fall asleep, she watches over them 
if they are sick. She is the modest but great 
educator who has converted thousands of sim- 
ple folk into honest, laborious citizens, great in 
Faith, and of good habits.

A LETTER FROM HONDURAS 


San Pedro Sula, Honduras, 
March 27, 1940. 


Dear Doctor Schroeder: 


It was with a real sense of personal loss that 
I read of the death of Mr, Albrecht, first in last 
week’s Outlook and then in the Messenger.

To Salem 
Church and very especially to the members of 
his family as well as to you as pastor and co- 
worker with him in Kingdom matters, I extend 
my most heartfelt sympathy. May the Lord 
graciously comfort his family and raise up oth- 
ers who shall carry forward his program of 
church extension. We as a mission shall ever 
hold dear his interest in and support of our 
work here. 


I trust you and Mrs, Schroeder, son and 
daughter, are well, The Outlook always brings 
something of interest, especially since my visit 
of a year ago when I learned to know Salem 
folks better. [ only wish I could recall more 
faces to suit the names I so frequently read

THEY DO NOT PRAY FOR VICTORY 


By Nofrontier News Service 


Lukewarmness among the Christian clergy 
for the war is being condemned by the nazi 
press. Ministers have already been forbidden 
to send church literature to the front. Now 
they are being aceused of exercising a “danger- 
ous” influence by writing letters to mobilized 
church members. Das Schwarze Korps, the 
most important nazi weekly, asserts it has re- 
ceived from the commander of a company a 
demand to support him in an attempt to fix 
things so that soldiers will no longer be “mo- 
lested by such daubings, which the troops find 
disgusting.” 


The clergymen, so the complaint goes sourly 

on, “write as if they wanted to disgust the odd 

dier with his warfare. They do not find a single 
word in support of the meaning of this war. 
They do not pray for victory. They unpack 
from the moth-proofed box of their pious gener- 
alities formulas which fit the sacred mission of 
the German soldier as the fist fits the eye... .” 


Examples are provided of stencilled letters 
and greetings that priests and pastors send to 
the front. The Catholic parish priests of Bued- 
erich-on-the-Rhine said: “May the Divine Child 
bring us soon the world peace which everybody 
is longing for.” The nazi paper is scandalized. 
It says: “The priest does not tell what kind of 
peace he wishes for, Even good old Chamber- 
lain prays for world peace.” 


A Catholic message from Lahr in Baden went 
even further, and said: “If Christ were not the 
Son of God and the Savior of the world, but 
were only a political Fuehrer, of what avail 
would that be to us?" This is “political perfidy,” 
declares the nazi weekly. But it tells us what 
clergymen should have done. They should have 
“come down from their pulpits” to address the 
soldiers as follows: “Hello, comrades, all of us 
are now nothing but soldiers of the Fuehrer and 
our only duty is to win the war. Let religious 
denominations go to the devil, we have now to 
save our souls by thrashing the English,” With 
such priests and ministers, says the paper, not 
even “pagan” nazis would have hesitated to 
shake hands. 


But such priests and pastors were not readily 
to be found. They haven't been doing what 
they “should" have done, 


(Evangelical and Reformed Youth.) 


“Would you risk $17,000,000 to gain $1? It 
sounds “goofy,” but wait! The average man of 
35, expects 17,000,000 more minutes of life, pro- 
vided no accident upsets the calculation, Yet 
nearly every driver will risk his 17,000,000 re- 
maining minutes to save just one little passing 
minute. He jumps the traffic light; he refuses 
the right of way; he rushes through blind cor- 
ners; he takes all kinds of death-defying chances. 
If he wins, he saves one minute or less. Ii he 
loses, his 17,000,000 minutes are gone forever. 
If that isn’t a poor risk, I don't know what is."

Dr. R. Nathaniel Dett, Rochester’s Negro 
composer, whose work has taken him away from 
the city for several years, will return Monday 
evening, May 6, bringing his choir of 40 voices 
from Bennett College for Women at Greens- 
boro, N, C. 

_ The concert set for that evening in the Bap- 
tist Temple will be sponsored by the local branch 
of the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People. 

Dr. Dett, who still spends his summer yaca- 
tions with his family at 577 Plymouth Ave. S,, 
has been in charge of the music department at 
Bennett for three years. His young choir is 
said to be rapidly rising to the fame of the 
Hampton Institute Chorus with which he toured 
Europe a decade ago, The now famous Dorothy 
Maynor was a member of the Hampton Choir, 
which Dr. Dett led for 18 years, Several of the 
conductor's compositions, including “Listen to 
the Lambs,” will be sung here. The larger part 
of the program will consist of spirituals, though 
one section will be devoted to music of the old 
masters, 


INFANT MORTALITY IN INDIA 

Dr. Harold Freund, Tilda, C. P., India 
Nearly 20% of India's babies die before they 
reach the age of one year! A sample survey was 
made in a cértain district in Caleutta. For a 
recent year, the mortality rate was 338 per 
thousand live births. The writer believes that a 
rate of 175-180 per thousand live births is a 
conservative estimate. This does not include 
abortions, miscarriages, or babies born dead be- 
cause of various abnormalities and infections. 

What is killing India’s babies? 

We shall speak of two age periods—neo-natal 
and post-natal. Neo-natal means one month 
from the date of birth. Post-natal refers to the 
following eleven months, 

The causes of neo-natal deaths are much 
harder to control than post-natal deaths, In 
countries where there is a much higher degree 
of medical contro) the neo-natal death rate is 
difficult to reduce. In England during the years 
1907 to 1935 the neo-natal death rate has been 
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reduced from 40.7 per thousand to 30.4 per thou- 
sand while in the same period post-natal deaths 
dropped from 32.4 per thousand to 9.7 per thou- 
sand, The neo-natal death rate in India is rising 
instead of falling. 

Many of these deaths are due to pre-maturity. 
The chances for a pre-mature child in India are 
practically nil, In crude village conditions they 
die in multitudes, Balfour in Bombay found in 
that city that out of a thousand premature in- 
fants or those weighing less than four pounds 
at birth, 840 die within three months. What 
must be the death rate in the villages! 


The question arises: What causes prema- 
turity? Here we have to investigate the condi- 
tion of the mother, In our area the greatest 
single factor is perhaps syphilis of the mother, 
This is a dread scourge which sweeps over our 
villages like an army of skyraiders, killing right 
and left. Eighty percent of the babies brought 
to us have syphilis. What must be the toll among 
the prematures who scarcely ever get to the 
hospital? Another factor is food deficiency, In 
Central Province we note a great deficiency in 
Vitamin B and in mineral salts, especially iron. 
Another factor is disease, Malaria is notorious 
in causing premature births. “The poor and ma- 
laria we have always with us.” Tuberculosis 
and other debilitary diseases are also prevalent. 
It has been said that frequent child-bearing 
causes prematurity, This is not the case. As- 
suming that women have the right kind of man- 
agement during pregnancy and their physical 
condition is good, it has been found that child- 
bearing is very beneficial physically and emo- 
tionally, But in India frequent child-bearing, 
because not properly compensated for, causes 
a heavy drain on the constitution of the women 
of India and can and does result in prematurity 
because of exhaustion. 


Another cause of neo-natal death is infection. 
Here the finger of accusation is shifted from 
the mother to point to the village dai or mid- 
wife. The dirty, ignorant, careless midwife is a 
murderess of the frst rank. If she is not called 
on to interfere, that is, if the birth is spontane- 
ous, then only the baby is in peril, If the dai 
tries to help matters along, the mother is almost 
sure of having an infection. The baby, however, 
is certain to have to run the gauntlet of peril. 
The duty of the midwife is to cut the cord, This 
she will do with anything which comes ready 
to hand. The cord is then tied with an old piece 
of string, likely as not, the stump is then plas- 
tered with a bit of cow dung. In Calcutta, where 
statistics are fairly reliable, 6% of the deaths of 
infants was due tetanus (lock jaw) introduced 
through the cord stump. Cow dung is a lovely 
place for tetanus. Only God knows the death 
rate in the villages from this cause alone! In- 
fections other than tetanus are common also. I 
have seen many infants with infection of the 
navel or the abdomen covered with burns from 
a hot sickle. The poor mother’s face is a study 
in puzzled bewilderment. If only we could get 
rid of the village dai, death’s angel slinking 
through the lanes of the village! 

Gastro-intestinal infection due to ignorance 
of relatives and to artificial feeding also comes 
in for a cut of the big melon of neo-natal deaths. 

Another harvester of neo-natal babies is birth 


injuries. We haye seen many women ruined 
for life by ignorant, brutal interference at birth 
of a child in the hope that the baby would come 
faster. But we do not want to discuss these 
heart-rending conditions in this paper, nor do 
we want to discuss the desperate cases of ab- 
normal pregnancy, attempted deliveries which 
could not be completed, or the dead babies who 
were denied an existence because there was not 
the proper help at the proper time. These are 
tragdies around which it is best to draw the 
curtain of silence. Unfortunately the village dai 
is obsessed with the idea that she must help 
thing salong, In a crisis the dai is seized with 
panic and tries to deliver the baby as quickly 
as possible, These efforts result in brain hem- 
orrages or injuries to bones and nerves. Nature 
must do her work before the widwife arrives in 

order to do it best. ; 


Let us now turn to factors contributing to 
post-natal deaths—that is, deaths occurring | 
the second month of the child’s life to the end 
of the first year. 


Environment undoubtedly plays a great part. 
A recent survey in Bombay (1938) revealed that 
infant mortality is closely associated with over- 
crowding, There is no doubt that overcrowding 
makes for spread of disease, The dreadful slum 
conditions of the large cities are actualities, but 
the village homes and village conditions are 
little better. In villages we find families crowded 
in one room, sleeping two and three-deep on 
one cot with fresh air at a golden premium, and 
doors and windows tightly closed. Under such 
conditions what can one expect? Unfortunately, 
the idea of isolation for the sick is definitely 
not an eastern idea. So disease germs skip mer- 
rily from one family to another and with each 
transfer increase in virulence, The infant, with 
very little or no immunity built up, without life- 
saving anti-bodies in its blood, is at a disad- 
vantage and suffers the most, Happy the infant 
who is born into a family which is fairly healthy! 


Pneumonia is a heavy collector among post- 
natal babies, In another paper respiratory dis- 
eases have been discussed as they relate to chil- 
dren and their great prevalence here during the 
cold season, It is sufficient here to say that the 
main cause of pneumonia is exposure. The only 
clothing that the most fortunate babies have, is 
a cap and short cotton coat reaching down to the 
navel. From there on down the body is bare. 
The baby has no diapers because of poverty and 
often hecause of convenience. No diapers are 
better than wet diapers—so the mother thinks. 
And so, the poor baby rubs its cold little body 
about on the cold dirt floor, rope bed, or rough 
cotton blanket, Then the motley company of 
respiratory diseases come in and have a lovely 
time. The shock troops—cold virus, cough, etc. 
—break through the first defenses and when 
General Pneumonia comes along they stand at 
attention, salute with “Hail Pneumonia!” and 
depart. Their work is finished. If I were to 
suggest the greatest need for India’s babies, I 
should say several thousand tons of diapers! 
Unfortunately the custom of inadequate clothing 
for babies is also prevalent among those who 
could afford clothing, and therefore pneumonia 
is high also where poverty is no direct factor,

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INFANT MORTALITY IN INDIA 
Dr. Harold Freund, Tilda, C. P., India 
(Continued from last week) 


Another important devourer of baby lives is 
diarrhea. Village babies get opium to keep them 
quiet while mothers are away working in the 
fields or doing other work which takes them 
away. When mothers return the children are 
put to the breast for long periods, hanging on 
like leeches. These alternating starvation and 
food-gorging periods, plus a daily dose of opium, 
do the infant digestive apparatus no good. 
Opium is constipating and the digestive system 
has no chance to acquire a regular rhythm habit. 
Coupled with this is the kindness of the baby’s 
little sister, who pops hard grains like rice or 
chenna into the baby’s mouth during the moth- 
er’s absence, thus heaping insult to injury, An- 
other factor in producing infective diarrhea is 
the lack of mother’s milk. This means a resort 
to artificial feeding. Raw, whole cow's or buf- 
falo's milk, dirty and infected with dysentery, is 
given the infant. No baby stomach can tolerate 
such insults. Violent diarrhea, vomiting, fever, 
edema, prostration, and death follow if nothing 
is done about these things, Some babies who 
do not get sufficient mother’s milk gradually 
starve to death, The mother may have tried 
buffalo milk, but the infant stomach promptly 
showed its disapproval by vomiting, The mother 
gives up the attempt, and the baby hopefully 
continues to feed at the breast. Thus it gradu- 
ally becomes weaker and weaker and in the end 
becomes too feeble to struggle any longer. Ten 
cents worth of lactic acid plus a little simple 
knowledge about clean milk and how to add the 
few drops of acid would allow a baby to thrive 
for months, Next to mother’s milk a little bottle 
of lactic acid is the best guarantee of a baby's 
life—if India’s motherhood only knew! Un- 
fortunately too few hospitals know or prescribe 
the very simple and cheap lactic acid method of 
artificial feeding. They suggest tinned milks 
and complicated formulas, which are hopeless 
for a poor village woman, Infective diarrhea 
is an absolutely unnecessary cause of death 
among babies. 

In our area, diarrhea claims its victims by the 
scores, while syphilis, transmitted to the infant 
through the mother’s blood, claims its hundreds 
of babies. As mentioned before, 80% of our 
babies have syphilis. They are poor, pale, feeble 
little things with sores, abscesses and swollen 
joints—the ignorance of the parents visited upon 
them, They are already starting life under a 
heavy handicap through no fault of theirs. Much 
can be done for them but too few of them get

adequate treatment. Parents are satished when 
all outward symptoms disappear and the child 
seems to be all right. Although this may save 
the life of the child, the subtle after-effects of 
syphilis inadequately treated will reveal them- 
selves in dull children at school—sub-normal 
mentally—and in children lacking in normal am- 
bition, Only the rare school teacher will suspect 
that the dull incorrigible child is the victim of 
syphilis. Too few doctors and nurses keep this 
in mind. I have seen children hopefully doc- 
tored with tonics of all kinds, but to no avail, 
when all that was the matter with them was 
syphilis, Some babies are brought to the hos- 
pital hopelessly riddled with syphilis, They are 
a pitiful bag of skin and bones. By much propa- 
ganda we are teaching syphilitic parents that 
the way to treat their syphilitic babies is to 
start taking treatment themselves before their 
babies are born, 

Other diseases claim their victims—malaria, 
typhoid, tuberculosis, small pox, etc. 

Now, what can be done or what is being done 
about all this? The mission hospitals have long 
been centers of health education programs, Only 
recently have mission hospitals begun work in 
preventive medicine, Heretofore they have been 
overburdened with sick, sick, sick, and all energy 
was used in curative medicine. They are real- 
izing that this is futile unless people are taught 
cause and prevention of disease. 

On the face of it, making India a healthier 
place for infants to come to, is a titanic and 
well-nigh hopeless task, but by perseyeratice and 
Gad’s help we shall wit, Other countries have 
been as ignorant in health matters as India, In 
an article by Dr, Bai, he reports that the Eng- 
lish physician Cadogan had this to report about 
conditions in England in the year 1748. “The 
general practice is that as soon as a child is 
born, to cram a dab of butter and sugar down 
its throat or a little oil. Thus the baby sets out 
wrong and stands a fair chance of being made 
sick from its first hour. It is the custom of 
some to give a little roast pork to an infant 
which, it seems, will cure it of all its mother’s 
longings.” When I read this I feel quite hope- 
ful. Some day here in India also conditions 
will change. The mantle of God's grace is suf- 
ficiently ample to cover also the infants of India. 

There remains much to do in the field of in- 
fant care and education concerning it, but there 
is also much hope for the Indian people love 
their babies intensely and wish to save them all. 
May God who loves little children bless all 
these efforts being made in the various parts of 
India to reduce her infant mortality rate, and 
give her babies a better birth right!

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MOTHER’S DAY REFLECTIONS 

Mother's Day is always a thought-provoking 
occasion, not only for sons and daughters but 
for mothers also. And if “Mother’s Day Re- 
flections” are heeded by all who still have moth- 
ers, life will mean more not only to mothers but 
to sons and daughters as well, regardless of any 
outward observance of Mother's Day. 

What with Mother's Day candy, Howers, cards, 
telegrams, cakes, and confections, ice cream and 
banquets, one almost dares wish the day might 
be dropped from the calendar, Not that we have 
any objections to the desire of sons and daugh- 
ters to “say it with flowers” and the like, but 
we do object to the idea of trying to pay it with 
flowers, candy and what not . By it we mean, 
of course, love, reverence, consideration and 
whatever else may be included in the relation of 
child to mother, The expensively boxed confec- 
tions, the beautiful corsage, the card with the 
extravagant sentiment, mean little to a mother 
when coming from a child who gives little time 
or thought to her on other days of the year. 
The debt incurred by a year’s neglect can not 
be paid by means of a plant, a new gown or an 
expensive dinner on the second Sunday in May. 

Going to church and sitting beside one’s own 
mother is a lovely thing to do, but this annual 
gesture is neither all-significant nor all-sufficient 
in the observance of Mother’s Day. The Old 
Testament words seem to us to apply in_ this 
connection: “To obey is better than sacrifice.” 

We are told that modern boys and girls do 
not understand what the poet means when he 
sings: 

“I Joye the dear silver that shines in your hair, 

And the brow that’s all furrowed and wrinkled 
with care. 

I kiss the dear fingers so toilworn for me, 

O! God bless thee and keep thee, Mother 
Machree!” 

A literal interpretation of the above—(times 
have changed so!)—would we are quite sure, 
fall flat upon the minds and hearts of a great 
many sons and daughters, and not always thru 
any fault of theirs, We are optimistic enough, 
however, to believe that there are still thousands 
of children whose heart strings are touched by 
the many things the words of the singer suggest, 
whose memories of mother are memories of 
love and care, of sacrifice, of patient, abiding 
interest, and who with deep gratitude earnestly 
pray: "God bless thee and keep thee, Mother 
mine.’ 

The pity, of course, is that the expressions of 
affection and appreciation are so rare, Here 
again—let us be Pir—it ji is not sons and daugh- 
ters alone who are lacking. Mothers and fath-

During his first year in 
Iran he covered the coronation of Reza Shah 
Pahlevi for American newspapers and has since 
that time been a frequent contributor to Ameri- 
can and British magazines and newspapers on 
political, religious, and social trends in the Near 
East, in Central Europe, and in Russia. During 
1927-28 Dr. Young completed his work for the 
M.A. degree in Indo-Iranian Literature at Co- 
lumbia University, while assisting the pastor at 
one of the New York City Presbyterian churches, 
During 1935-36, while holding a Harrison Fellow- 
ship at the University of Pennsylvania, he com- 
pleted the work for a Ph.D. degree. He is the 
author of “Moslem Editors Say,” “Islam Awak- 
ens,” and “One Great Fellowship,” as well as 
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two English textbooks adopted for use in 


Iranian schools. 


The Department, of Missionary Personnel, of 
which Dr. Young is the secretary, seeks candi- 
dates and maintains a coherent relationship with 
the 1,300 Presbyterian foreign missionaries as 
they serve in the sixteen different countries, and 
assists in furlough study plans, with a view to 
ever-enlarging fitness for missionary service.

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GO TO CHURCH IN SUMMER 


Since this is our last number of the Outlook 
until next fall, [T want to write a word of ad- 
monition for the summer vacation days ahead. 


Protestants are notoriously lax about going 
to church in summer, Many members who at- 
tend faithfully during the winter months remain 
away from church for weeks at a time during 
the summer without the least qualms of con- 
science, It has often come to my knowledge 
that when Protestants and Catholics go on vaca- 
tion trips together, the Catholic members usually 
go to church while the Protestant members pre- 
pare the Sunday dinner or just loaf around the 
cottage. 

I cannot understand this lackadaisical attitude 
of Protestants in the matter of summer church 
attendance, Where do we read in the Bible— 
Remember the Sabbath Day—but not on vaca- 
tion? Worship is an all-year need and obliga- 
tion, Temptations are just as frequent and 
dangerous in summer as at any other time. Bur- 
dens need to be lifted in summer as well as in 
winter, The sense of sin and the need of for- 
giveness are just as real on vacation as at home, 


Will you not resolve to make this summer 
different in the matter of church attendance? 
Go to church wherever you are on Sunday. If 
you can’t find a Protestant church go to a 
Catholic church—but go to church. Do not dis- 
honor your God and your religion by neglecting 
your church worship during the summer time.
